The read will 
tap a country rich in n.Ticu'.tr.re. mining, 
timber and stock raising. It will run 
' throuefa Umatilla, Grant, Harney and 
I^ke counties in Oregon, and enter Cali- 
fornia at the northern border of Hbdoc 
County.

SANTA AN.'i., Cal., April 22.- I'lie re- 
port of the committee of investigation on 
the water circuit between the city water- 
worics and the SpuTgeon water system, by 
which it 'was claimed by the former Board 
of Trustees that the city water works was 
supplying the private company's custom- 
ers, was made to-night. 

It is in effect thiit a thorough investiga- 
tion has been made and connections found 
between the two systems at the Commer- 
cial Bank corner, forming a circuit, but by 
whom made or at what time the co:ii niit- 
tee was unable to state. It was stated, 
however, that they were of the ojiiuion 
that the circuit was formed at or near the 
time of the breaking of the pipe by a pav- 
ing force. The committee so far has been 
unable to obtain sufficient evidence to at- 
tach the blame to any person or persons.

Baina and Cool Weather Xeeded Over 
the t:ntire State. 

P.\CRAMENTO. Cm,., April 22. —Di- 
rector Barwick of the state Weather 
Service reports the average temperature 
for the week ending Monday, April 22: 
For Enreka 66, Fresno 61, Independmce 
62, Los Angeles 60, Red Bluff 66, Sacra- 
mento 65. Pan Francisco 56, Sain Luis 
Obispo and San Diego 58 each. 

As :;omparcd with the normal tempera- 
ture an excess of heat is reported of live 
degre-s in the Sacramento Valley and one 
degr.-e in the San Joaquin Valley, while 
th'- iMvthern portion of Southern Califor- 
nia t' l ort'i TiMruial conditions to have pre- 
vailed at Los Angeles and a heat delieiency 
of one degree is reported at San Diego. 
The coast counties report an excess of heat 
at Eureka of six degrees, while ttiat of San 
Francisco was normal. 

The total pre<^pitation during the week 
was nothing for the San Joaquin Valley, 
and but a trace for the Sacramento Valley 
and the coast counties, except at Eureka 
where there was .30 of an inch precipitated. 
As compared with the normal precipita- 
tion there was a delieiency during the 
week .Tt Kureka of ..M of an inch; Fresno, 
.2S; Los Angeles, .41; Red Bluff, .55; Sac- 
ramento, .63; San Francisco, .49 and San 
Diego .21. 

The excess of temperature with a de- 
ficiency of moisture during the week was 
further exaggerated by continuous and 
drying northerly winds, which have been 
rather detriment.ll to the grain and feed 
over the entire State, the effect being more 
severely felt in the lower San Joaquin 
Valley than elsewhere. 

The reports from the numerous corre- 
spondents show that tbe fruit crop is only 
a fair one for some varieties and short on 
some others, while the grain bids fair to be 
a good crop unless the present spell of dry 
weather, with the drying northerly winds, 
continues for some time. If it does it will 
evidently draw the moisture out of the 
ground, and cause a hard crust to form 
over tbe surface, which is detrimental to 
any and all kinds of crops. 

A few good showers are now badly 
needed over the whole State, to be fol- 
lowed by cool weather. An abtmdtmt hay 
crop seems to be an Usured fact over the 
entire State.

HAPPENlS AT SAN JOSE, 



Death of Alfred French, a Well- 
Known Pioneer of 
Milpitas. 



An Ased Austrian's Attempt to End 

His Life Destroyed by 

a Blaze. 



SAN JOSE, Cal., April 22.— Alfred H. 
French, who was known throughout tbe 
State as the "Duke of Milpitas," died at 
tbe residence of his daughter, Mrs. Pome- 
roy, at H o'clock to-day. 

Mr. French was bom in Ohio in 1816, and 
crossed the plains in 1860. In 1860 be 
built the Milpitas Hotel, which he con- 
ducted fortwenty-fiveyears. Abouttwenty 
years ago a party of newspaper men, who 
were hunting in the viciiiitv, dubbed him 
the -'Duke of Milpitas," and he carried the 
title ever since.

with the great .white flowers of the dog- 
wood, the crimson of the red currant the 
creamy tints of the ironwood and all the 
other glories of a virgin forest growth. 
The variety of timber is almost endless, 
the foliage a dream of color and the air as 
pure ana balmy as the breath of a babe. 
In ascendinp, the hills rise above the visi- 
tor like majcslio giants robed in perennial 
verdure. Krom the summit the visitor 
gazes down into richly cultivated valleys, 
Ueids of grain and tiny brooks of sUvered 
water. The tourist is only twenty miles, 
as the crow flies, from San Francisco, yet 
he i!< in a miniature Switzerland minus the 
ice and snow. 

The ride from San Mateo to Halfraoon 
Bay is just thirteen and seven-eighths 
miles in length, and every foot of it fur- 
nishes a scenic feast for the lover of 
nature. For a Considerable part of the 
route the visitor drives by tlie series of 
Cry.stal .Springs Lakes, eleven miles in 
length, and at one place crosses them.

HALFMOOX BAY, Cai,., April 22.— The 
people of Halfmoon Bay and all along the 
coast line of San Mateo County are a solid 
phalanx in opposition to the boulevard 

proposed to be built on the east side of the 

county. One of the oldest residents, a 
gentleman w ho has been thirty-five years 
in Halfmoon Bay. said to a C.Mt represen- 
tive in substanee: "The boulevard ques- j 
lion now agitating the county if carried 
through would be a great detriment to us 
all, and especially to the coast side. It 
would be nH..i'aliy »tu!i^ .r.'.'i i-ilally unfair 
to tax thewenern I'ortinu for a road whicli , 
would not run within fifteen miles of ns. 
Why T For the simple reason that it would 
naturally divert and draw all the trafHc to 
tbe Ban Mateo side, and would not benefit 
Halfmoon Bay or Pescadero in the least. 
The west side has been fighting for yeara 
to get a coast railroad which should go 
right along by the ocean down to Santa 
Cruz, and eventually join the Santa Fe 
system. There are live dLstricts in San 
Mateo, with five Supervisors, the First 
District of which is the center, Colma, Su- 
pervisor .Tacob Bryan; the Second, t^an 
Mateo. .-^'H'ervisor Brown; the Third Dis- 
trict, Kedwood City, Supervisor P. H. Mc- 
Evoy ; the Fourth District, Halfmoon Bay, 
Sn^ervisor Peter Burke; and the Fifth 
District, Pescadero, Supervisor H. B. 
Adair. 

If the county were bonded for a boule- 
vard the scheme would have to be put to a 
vote of the people, and would inclnder 
every bit of taxable property in the county 
to pay the bonds. To carry out the scheme 
the proposition would have to be carried 
by a two-thirds vote. Three-quarters of 
the property is on the east side of the 
mountains, and on the coast side there are 
not enough voters to make even a decent 
kiek. But t!;e liope of the coast side lies 
in t!ie knowledge that in the interior there

are a great many silnrians who would vote 
against tbe bonlevard if it did not run 
through their property, and benefit them 
pecuniarily. So the only thing to squelch 
the proposition is to let tbe property- 
owners on the other side ol the county 
beat themselves. 

Mr. Ferdinand Levy thought that it 
would be manifestly unjust to tax any of 
the citizens for a road that would be a detri- ! 
ment to them. He also remarked that when 
the ocean side wanted to run a coast rail- 
road the opposite side of tke county le- 
Q^ved the scheme with arctic fritpdity, 
and that it was only nataral that the coast 
people should oppose a plan which woidd 
cost thera money and hurt them if carried 
through. 

Frank H. Owen, proprietor of the 
Coast Advocate, a paper entirely devoted 
to the interests of the county, said regard- 
ing the meeting recently held at Redwood 
City: "It was held to talk up a proposi- 
tion to bond the county for funds with 
which to build a boulevard from San Fran- 
cisco to tbe south line of San Mateo 
County. It was conceded at this meeting, 
as it is by all who have given the matter 
any thought, that bonding the connty is 
the only way to obtain the necessary 
funds." He doubted, however, whether 
the people wculd vote the bonds. Oppo- 
sition from the coast side was both feared 
and expected and it would be very decided 
unless the scheme embraced a good road 
from San Mateo to Pescadero. Without 
that every one would object to the building 
of a road along the bay. The coast wanted 
roads as much as any other section of the 
connty and demanded that its needs be 
considered in connection with those of the 
Cay side. 

The present highway was a disgrace and 
was good only when the weather was good. 
A smooth road was demanded from which 
tottrists ami visitors could enjoy the ex- 
quisite mountain scenery between San Ma- 
teo snd Halfmoon Bay and the delightful 
jonmey to Pescadero, eighteen miles fur- 
ther on. If the whole coi^ty was to be 
taxed, the whole county should receive the 
benefit of the project. It will be seen, 
therefore, that Mr. Owen is as practical as 
be is p rogressive . He only wants fair play, 
and would be glad to see a bonlevard con- 
Btrocted as long as tbe coast was not left 
out in the cold. A road was wanted over 
which every draught horse conld haul a 
ton winter or summer. It would not cost 
more than the county could afford and 
would pay for itself in actual cash, to say 
nothing of satisfaction, within three or 
tour years. 

It will be seen, therefore, that Just at 
present San ICateo County is a bouse 
slightly diriUed against itself, bat it would 
seem only jost that if It be bonded to make 
a boulevard tbe coast line, if equally ta xed, 
should be equally benefited. 

There are thousands of San Franciscans 
and Califomians generally who have lived 
here for over a score of years and who 
think they know all about the natural 
beauties and the glorious scenery of the 
State. Yet not one of them, perhaps, ever 
rode over the mountains from San Mateo 
to Halfmoon Bay. To describe tbe ex- 
quisite beauty of the hills, gorges and 
faiVOBa woiUd le^nize the pen of ft Kos- 



Uiiited Workmen and Native Sons. The 
leading hotel is the Seaside, kept by Mrs. 
S. Cerrero and her hnsband, who is a chef 
de cuisine of rare ability. Another hotel, 
"Tbe Occidental," will shortly be opened 
and is now being fonjshed for tbe recep- 
tion of Euest.s. 

Halfmoon Bay is a charming summer 
resort, for itaffordsaransementof all kinds. 
The ocean yields every gpe^es of tish to be 
found in the 8an Francisco markets, and 
within four miles there is excellent moun- 
tain trout-fishing. The visiKir can pet sal- 
mon trout without leaving the city, and 
game of all kinds is abundant in the hills. 
Then comes th» beach drive of nearly 



altlioiigh without doors or windows. The 
owner was a Mr. BoelufeUer, a cousin of 
the Standard Oil Ung, bnt bis home, 
almost oa the level of the creek, was one 
day menaced by a winter flood. As the 
waters rose the bank cut away from the 
foundations and got behind the house. In 
an effort to save the piano the instrument 
was raised on wooden trestles fonr feet 
high, but the flood was relentless and ac- 
complished its work of ruin, leaving tlie 
house a relic of an unwise site, but to-day 
standing as primly as ever, environed with 
willows, clematis, and an unkempt wealth 
of bushes and flowers. Heavy-bearing 
fruit trees, now in blossom, surronnd tbe 
doomed house, and the scene suggests 
Goldsmith's "Deserted Village." 

Hidfmoon Bay points with pride to a 
good grammar school equipped with five 
excellent teachers. Tbe youth of tbe com- 
munity has no right to complain of a lack 
of edncational facilities. A month ago the 
bicycle craze attacked the town, and last 
Sunday ten of these machines were cavort- 
ing madly around the streets with more to 
bear from in the near future. 

'There is no end to tbe deposit of lime- 
stone near Halfmoon Bay and petroleum 
and bituminous lodk are wily waiting a 
railroad to make their ezistenee felt most 
profitably. There are timber, endless 
masses of granite, tanbark and other crude 
staples all waiting for the coast railroad. 
IINorth of Halfmoon Bay is esjientially a 
vegetable country, although adapted to 
various kinds of agricultural products and 
dairying. Handicapped as the farmers are 
with the necessity of hauling their crops 
by team over the heavy mountain grades 



The oldest settler in the community, 
without counting Mr. Vasques, who was 
bom here, is William Pringle, who has a 
harness-shop and thinks there is nothing 
like leather. 

It would require too much space to de- 
scribe the beauties of Purissimo Falls, 
Chimney Kock, Seal Bock and other points 
of interest ; but it would be unfair to close 
this article without a good word for the 
Coast Advocate, the paper which is all in 
all to Halfmoon Bay. 

The editor, Frank H. Owen, is a native 
of Oregon, and has been in the newspaper 
business from his early boyl.ood. At four- 
teen years of age he was apprenticed as a 
printer, and six months after serving his 
fonr years' "time" became a newspaper 
editor and publisher, by reason of his em- 
ployer failing to pay the wages he had 
earned. The yotmg man was compelled to 
take the paper in settlement of the debt. 
I. itt r Mr. Owei) came to California and, 
r i iarrying, returned to Oregon, where 
lor a number of years he was foreman of 
ihe daily lOvening Telegram of Portland, 
Cietting tired of working fur wages, and 
believing his tal<?iit as a writer would yield 
a i)ettcr income than that paid a printer, 
he went over to Washington, then a Terri- 
tory, and bought the Chehalis Bee, and 
soon made it the leading oountar^ newspa- 
per of Western Washington. 

After engaging in several other snccess- 
ful newspaper enterprises, Mr. Owen cm- 
barked in land speculation at a time when 
all Oregon and Washington was wild over 
boom townships, and, as might have been 
expected, lost the money he had made 
j while engaged in the business he was

has shipped 17,000,000 pounds of cabbage 
to tbe Chicago market and sold nearly as 
much in Ban Frandaoo in a single season, 
besides enormous quantities of green peas, 
beans and root crops, for thegrowihof 
which the soil and climate are particnlarly 
adapted. As to milk, butter and small 
fruits the snpply is practically inex- 
haustible in a district where the grass is 
green for nine months in the year and in 
which four crops can be raised every 
twelve months. A curious relic of early 
days is an adobe house Irailt in 1800 by con- 
tract by Francisco Barriesa.

He is always ready 
to push the interests of Halfmoon Bay and 
is especially interested in the success of the 
proposed coast railroad. In addition to 
tbe other interests of the firm Levy Bros, 
carry the agencies of fonr fint.e]aas insur- 
ance companies. 

But if there is one industry more than 
another of which Halfmoon Bay is proud 
it is its creamery. The local paper says in 
its issue of April 10: "The new Sharpless 
cream-separator has been set up in the 
creamery and wurks beautifully. Us 
capacity is 25iKj pounds an hour. The 
creamery is making considerable cheese 
now and will while tbe price of butter is so

An attempt was made by the negroes to 
release tbem, bnt the attempt was foiled 
by the arrival of the militia on a steamer. 

All was quiet at Bath to-day. The ring- 
leader of the mob, Thomas Senner, la still 
at large.

Hayter said that after he was about200 
yards away he fainted and fell from his 
horse. Recovering later he remounted 
and rode to James Sullivan's house, where 
he died abont 5 o'clock this morning.

Huntington, president of the Southern 
Pacific Railway, was arrested to-day on 
the charge of giving a free pass to one 
Frank Stone in violation of the interstate 
commerce law. 

President Hr.r.tinpton was arraigned be- 
fore United Slates Commissioner Shields. 
He was repr»>seiitcd by i'reJerick K. Cou- 
dcn. Ilumiiigton admitted his identity. 
He was taken Iwfore Judge Brown of the 
United States District Covirt for warrant of 
removal to California. 

The indictment against Huntington was 
found on March 26 in San Francisco, a cer- 
tified copy of which was sent to United 
States District .Yttorney McFarlane. who 
notified the railroad president to appear 
before the Uniteii States ron:mi'i'''oner 
and i'lrnish bonds. \Vi.. :i H itiL-toii 
was arraigned Coiiiniis--.'>:i'-T r^!i;iM- said 
the only question he eouid inquire into 
was the one of identity, which Coudert, for 
Huntington, said would be admitted. 

An order was then made out holding 
him to await the issue of the warrant of 
removal. 

Counsel then went before Judge Brown 
of the United States District Court, and 
t :. . hi arinr wjs fixed for next Thursday at 
■ .;. U-.intineton meantime being 
ailowtd to go on his own recognizances. 

Huntington said to a reporter after the 
procepdings before Commissioner Shields: 
"I have known Frank Stone for tn-enty- 
five years. He is a San Francisco lawyer. 
I wou'd not call him a wicked man, be- 
cause a wicked man would not do things 
that way. 

"He is an innocent kind of a fellow. I 
suppose he started this thing because 1 
piqued him in some way or another — how 
I don't know. I may have given him a 
pass; probaV>ly I did, but I give out so 
many pa=-.'s tbat I do not remember a 
third of ih'.ni. 

"The passfs given otit are indorsed as a 
rule, 'Not good otit?i<le of the State,' and I 
presume his pass was not so stamped and 
he took advantage of it. 

"I don't know anything about the mat- 
ter beyond that, for I don't pay any atten- 
tion to such things. In fapt I do not care 
tuppence one way or the other. It don't 
«mctmt to anything anyhow. I really 
don't know what action was taken in court 
this morning. 

'•Some routine business, 1 suppose it was, 
.;:fait I did not psy..sny attention. Arrests 
are roa<ie among the liigh and the low and 
criminal proceedoxe is not confined to any 
class. I do not know what will be done. 

"I gaess Frank got the pass all tight, 
bat I have not time to attend to all the 
details. I have too much else to do. I 
think the root of the whole matter lies iti 
the fact that when I became president of 
the Sonthem Pacific Railroad I discharged 
twenty-three men in San Francisco wno 
were, as far as I could see. mere political 
agents and go-betweens for politicians. 
They did no work for the railway that I 
could discover, so I cut them off. Perhaps 
ttiey are hungry now and have got to make 
a strike somewhere."

The indictmo it is a long one, and fol- 
lows very closely the act entitled "An act 
to regulate commerce." Bid of its legal 
phraseology it sets forth that on the 10th 
day of February, 1894, Collia P. Hnnting- 
ton was president of the Southern Pacific 
Comj'any: that branches of that com- 
pany s roi 1 ran int<j Utah, Oregon and 
south tiiru ijh various States to New Or- 
leans. In ]. -r> '.ante of his power as pres- 
ident he is-ued a pass to Frank .M. Stone, 
which read as follows : 

Southern Pacific Companv—Pusc Frank M. 
Stone over line* of the Souii..—. pei iiic i om- 
pany, 1894, until Decemtier :.:,lc3s other- 
wise ordered. C. i'. ii I XTISGTO.N . 

After referring to the breach of the inter- 
Ftate commerce act which was committed, 
thf indiotment set? forth: "That it was the' 
I •:l the said Colii? P. Huntington 
when he so unlawfully, willfully and 
knowingly issned, made, executed, gave 
and delivered and caused lo be delivered to 
the said Frank M. Stone the said instru- 
ment in writing • • ♦ giv-ng sai<J Stone a 
full and unlimited privilege and oppor- 
tunity to travel without charge." 

The people who are allowed to travel free 
under the provisions of the interstate com- 
merce law are then enumerated, and it 
is shown that Frank M. Stone does not 
come under any of the heads. The indict- 
ment sets forth "That the said Frank M. 
Stone, to whom this undue and unreason- 
able preference and advantage, as afore- 
said, was thusgiven and madebv him. the 
said Collis P. Huntington, president of the 
Southern Pacific Company, as aforesaid, 
was not then and there a homeless and 
df.-titute person transported or to be trans- 
ported br a charitable society." Neither 
was he a minister of the gospel on an 
evangelizing tour; neither was he an em- 
ploye of the railroad; n^ithv was he a 
sharr h'>ld< r in the conipi.ny, and neither 
did be belong to any of Viv classes of peo- 
ple entitled to free transportation nnder 
the provisions of the interstate commerce 
ftct. 

On tbat showing the indict mi nt sets 
forth that the ac tion of Huutinttun in issu- 
ing tlie I'a.s- wa- rt.ntrary to law and 
against the pt;iti- and dignity of the 
United States, and concludes bj asking 
that he be ponished in the manner pro- 
vided.

Indians Are With Difficulty Pre- 
vented From Openlngr 
Hostilities. 



OMAHA, Nns., April 22.— Two hundred 
and ten Thurston County settlers were 
summoned to appear in the Federal court 
at Omaha to-day in the case wherein the 
Floiuwoy Land Company asks a perma- 
nent injunction, restraining Caiit.".in Beck, 
atzciit of the Winni-b.ii:o Indians, from 
ejecting the settlers on th>- reservation wlio 
subleased the Indian lands from that 
company. The case has been a feature of 
the disturbance on the reservation for 
months. It will be tried on its merits to- 
morrow. 

United States District Attorney Sawyer, 
who has charge of the case for the Govern- 
ment, asserted that there was danger of 
trouble from the Indians unless the litiga- 
tion is adjusted one way or the other at an 
early date. He returned from the reserva- 
tion yesterday, and is inclined to think 
tl'.at danger is imminent. 

Mr. Sawyer says it was jtist such a case 
as the one that precipitated the outbreak 
among the Winnebagos in 1882, when 
they were on their reservation, which was 
at that time located in Minnesota. He 
talked with one snrvivor of the famous 
fight the other day, and the aged warrior 
frankly told him that history was liable to 
repeat itself, and that with 600 fighting 
men available they were liable to clean 
out the Thnrston County settlers some 
morning if the qnestion was not soon set- 
tled. 

Conversation with others elicited the 
fact that it was with great difficulty tbat 
the pucitic members of the tribe counseled 
an i enforced patience and obedience to 
ti.e wi-hes of Captain Beck, the Indian 
agent, wno favored a peaceful settlement 
of the difficolty. They were ready to fight 
at any time, and were only held in check 
by the agent by promises of relief from the 
present trouble. As Captain Beck has 
authority to commission every Indian on 
the reservation a policeman, it is prodicted 
that the aiithoritv thu« vested would en- 
courage an outbreak. \Vith this fact in 
mind. Captain Beck has conuuissioned but 
sixteen Indian police, although he admits 
that he will enforce the Government regu- 
lations, if it takes every Indian on the 
reservation. 

Captain Beck is in Omaha, and also ex- 
pressed the belief that tronhle will result if 
this question is not settled. He believed 
that an uprisine would be averted unless 
the Floumoy Company aggravates the In- 
dians 'nto violent deportment. In the 
meantime he hoped and believed the Win- 
itenasos and Oinahas would calmly await 
developments, and peaceably abide by his 
wishes for peace. 

He said the Indians liad good cause for 
grievance. Even the money collected for 
Indian children has not l>een paid. It was 
a clear violation of guardianship conti- 
dence, and when an Indian's child is 
wronged it generally fotind resentment in 
the hearts of the tribe. 

The Indians, he said, are now develop- 
ing a keen interest in the case. They have 
lately estaClished a relay of couriers, and 
as so«jn as information is obtained it is 
transmitted quickly, and in a few hours 
all the Indiana are posted <m corrent 
events. 

When asked why the two Indian police- 
men now in Jail were not released on bail 
Captain Beck said he wanted them to re- 
main in jail in order to cinch a snit for 
false imprisonment, which he will bring 
against Sheriff Mullin and others. As an 
example of thetemperof the Indian^ the 
captain said t'uat one chief voluiitet r-J K<J 
men to prevent the arrest of the two In- 
dian police.

WASHINGTON, D. C, April 22.— Dr.

the Kansa-i City stockyards, in which it 
■was charged that the agitation begun hy 
the Agrii'^iltiiral Department has hurt the 
livestock industry, in reply Dr. Salmon 
said. 

"The United States Department of Agri- 
culture bad its attention called to the dis- 
crepancy between the prices of fat cattle 
on the hoof and the price of prime beef in 
retail markets before an investigation had 
been authorized by any person connected 
with the department." ' He declared that 
he did not credit the statement that the 
agitation had jiut duwn the price of live 
cattle and mauitained the retail price of 
bei-i as it is alleged by the Kansas City 
stockyards people ; prices depend now and 
have depended all along on the relation of 
the supply of beef to the demand for beef. 

"Agitation and investigation," he said, 
"can neither cripple nor destroy the tmth 
and the right, and it is dne to the pro- 
ducers and the consumers alike that the 
intermediary profits of middlemen stand- 
ing between them should be only reason- 
able and cornp-nsatory. The advance in 
prices by retail dealers in dressed beef of 
5 cents to the consumers when there i« 
an advance of only $1 per pm pounds t.i 
the farmers and cattle-feeders for animals 
on the hoof is not regarded as eqtiitably 
l>ro portioned."

Pretident Clerrland Xayt He Seed* Xo 
One lo Talk for tlim. 

WASHINGTON, D. C, XyrW 22.-The 
statement whiidi J. Sterling .Morton irave 
to the press last week of his views upon 
the financial qtiestion has been int« rnr' ted 
by the press very generally as an utterance 
made on behalf of the President expressing 
his attitude. This inference was based 
largely npon the circnmstances that Mr. 
Morton made public his statement so soon 
after his return from the White House, 
where he had been in conference with the 
President at the regular Cabinet meeting.

She Is Found Only After Her Hus- 
band Had Been Charsed With 
Her Murder. 





SALT LAKE, Utah, AprU 32.— A spe 
cial to the Herald from Bntte, Mont., says 
An evening paper prints a starUing story 
about a former well-known woman, Mrs. 
Jerome B. Westgate, having been locked 
up in a private madhouse at San Uiego, 
Cal., on charges trumped up hy her hus- 
band. About ten years ago the woman 
owned large real estate interests in Butte, 
but her health failed, and her husband 
persuaded her to dispose of ber- property 
and go to California. Since then her 
friends and a sister living here have heard 
littie from her. 

Some weeks ago the sister received an 
andnymons letter, informing her that Mrs. 
Westgate was incarcerated in a private 
asylum at San Diego. The former at once 
nvnt to her sister's rescue and secured her 
release and has just returned to Butte with 
her. 

Mrs. Westgate is a physical wreck, She 
says that tiiortly after they settled in Sau 
Diego she invested her money successfully , 
while her husband became worthless. She 
threatened to sue for a divorce and then be 
schemea to get possession of her property. 
He destroyed their marriage certificate 
and denied that she was his wife. She 
claims that he drugged her and had her 
confined in a private asylum and kept in a 
solitary cell for weeks. 

IViends charged her husband with mur- 
der, and in this way her w hereabouts was 
discovered, Mrs. We. t gate Has secured a 
copy of her marriage certificate and will 
return to San Diego to recover ber prop- 
erty.

Westgate is living here in a quiet and 
unassuming manner, oc-upying a cottage 
that appears to have been built by careftil 
saving, and he is carrying on a small cal- 
cimining business in order to make a 
living. Neither his personal appearance 
nor his known habits woold indicate either 
a violent nature or extravagant living.

WASHINGTON. D. C, April 22. -Great 
pressure is again brought to bear on Presi- 
dent Clevcla;id toward securing an extra 
session of Congress. TJicse attempt? Lave 
occurred spasmodically evir since adjourn- 
ment, but now there is a steady pressure, 
coupled with a tiTUtnlmiy of purpose by 
the Democrats. 

When Congress adjourned, less than 
•ight weeks ago, the preponderance of opin- 
ion amon(p Democratic leaders througbont 
the ooontry was adverse to calling an 
extra session. Tne argiiment was ad- 
vanced that such action would not < nly 
proclaim, but practically ai knowledge the 
utter incompetency of the Fifty-third 
Congress and its virtual incapacity to 
enact financial legislation. It was then 
believed that a special convening of Ci.u- 
press would stultify every possibility of 
Democratic success in the next national 
campaign, and the prediction was freely 
made that the party's return to power 
woold be retarded. 

But that sentiment has changed, and 
a laree proportion of the party leaders, es- 
pecially among active politicians, are now 
of the opinion that their political salvation 
largely depends on the early calling of an 
extraordinary session. These leaders, 
after minjiling with their constituents in 
various sections of the country, reached 
the conclusion that nutiiinc but prompt 
and decisive action would give the party 
even a fighting chance two years ht iice. 

The reason for this sudden and uuei- 
pected change of sentiment is found in the 
fact that since adjournment the free silver 
ajritation has grown up like Jonah's gonrd 
vine. Those in the Democratic ranks who 
advocate free silver are seized with an irre- 
pressible desire to commit the party to 
that doctrine. Illinois took the initiative 
in calling a convention to determine the 
party's attitude on the sabject. Missouri 
and Pennsylvania are struggling to follow 
this example. Minnesota and Indiana are 
on the verge of an outbreak. The Legisla- 
ture of T(.-:i:!(>^>ce has declared for bimet- 
allism. I r i^tates are beginning to feel 
the im'ect'uii oi the iree-silver epidemic. 

The Democrats arce that an extra session 
would place the Repnblicans in the atti- 
tnde of incompetency and imbecility now 
ascribed to the Democrats of the Fifty- 
third Congress.

MARSEILLES, France, Aprir22.— The 
case of .Tolm L. Waller, formerly United 
States ron.-!;I at T.unatave, Madagascar, 
recently sentenced by the French court- 
martial to imprisonment for twenty years, 
and who arrived here Saturday onboard 
the steamer Djemnah, is attracting con- 
siderable attention, in view ot the fact that 
it had been announced that the United 
States Embassador has been instructed to 
inquire into the matter. 

Waller was manacled while on board the 
Djemnah. but was allowed to take two 
hours' exercise daily on deck, gtiaidad by 
a soldier. 

I'pon his arrival here he was lodged in 
jail, and it is reported that he will eveu- 
tually be in; |'ri<un>d on the island of 
Corsica. During the voyage Waller fre- 
quently asked to be allowed to 'write. The 
French officials declined to grant his re- 
quest on account of his refusal to agree to 
show them the letter he intetaded to write. 
When before the court-martial Waller, it 
is claimed, refused to speaK in French, and 
the services of an interpreter had to be 
employed. 

Waller's nephew, y> ars of age. is said 
to be implicated in thi j : i which 
led to his uncle's condemnation, and was 
condemned to expulsion from Maiia^-as- 
car. He embarked as a sei'C>nii-c!a^s i>as- 
sengt-r un tin- Djemnah, but landed at 
Zanzibar without having been a'ule to com- 
municate with his uncle. For the present 
Waller is incarcerated at Port St. Nicho- 
las, at this port. It is thought he may 
again be called upon to appear before a 

court-martial. 

BISTORT OF TBE CASE. 

Ona of nnllrr'n l.nirrs F'H Into the 
iiandm of the frettch. 

PARI.S, France, April 22.— A correspond- 
ent of the Temps at Taniatave. i-!a::d of 
Madagascar, states that Julm i'. W.r i-r, 
formerly United States Consul, was in- 
dicted on two charges, namely, violation 
of the order of the French Admiralty gov- 
erning correspondence, and, secondly, the 
writing to an enemy. The evidence, the 
correspondent adds, showed that Waller 
intrusted an officer ot tbe steamboat with a 
btilky letter, which was posted at Xatal, 
addressed to "M. Tescer, merchant, Anta- 
nanarivo, vi.i Vat'irnandry." I'nfortunately 
it appears tlie K:!t.':;-li mail wa" dropjied at 
Vatomandry, but was landed at Taiuatave, 
where the envelope attracted the attention 
of the authorities, who opened it and found 
that it contained particulars regarding the 
strength of tbe French garrison, number 
of the sick, importance ot the outposts, 
etc. ; also an inclosnre addressed to Wal- 
ler's friend, B. Underwood Harvey, editor 
of the Madagascar News, asking him to 
insert it in that paper. 

This incluBure, it Is stated, contained 
abominable calumnies regarding the con- 
duct of French soldiers in Madagascar and 
denounced two of Waller's compatriots, 
honorable American merchants, who were 
going to .^ntanana^ivo as spies in pay of 
France. Thi- trial of Waller lasted only 
■i^i hours. Waller appealed, but the sen- 
tence was athrmed. 

According to the correspondent of Le 
Temps, it was the son-in-law of Waller, 
Paul Bray, a native of Texas, and not his 
nephew, who accompanied him on board 
the steamer Djemnah. Bray was expelled 
from Madagascar for constant hostility to 
the French authorities and troops and for 
complicity with his father-in-law in com- 
municating with the enemy. He was 
handed over to the American Oonsol at 
Zanzibar.

TOULON, Frakce, April 27.— M. Hanes, 
the marine commissary-general, by whose 
order John L. Waller, formerly United 
States Consul at Tamatave, was confined 
in Fort St Nicholas at Marseilles, notified 
the procureor de la pnbliqne this after- 
noon of the disposition made of the pris- 
oner. Tbe procnrenr immediately ordered 
Mr. Waller to be transferred to the Civil 
prison at St. Pierre, where he will await 
the decision of the prisons board of 
France as to where the sentence is to be 
carried out. 

Mr. Waller is condemned to twenty 
years' detention in prison, but not at hard 
labor. When in prison he will not be 
treated with rigor as his crime is regarded 
as being a political offense.

Oar ardent desire, with 
the anialance of our subjects, in loyalty and 
sincerity, Is to restore peace, and thereby at- 
tain our object — the promotion of national 
pr(.speriiy. Now that peace Is negotiated and 
an armistice proclaimed a permanent cessa- 
tion o( hoitlUtlea la near at hand. Tbe terms 
of i>eace fixed by our Ministers ot State give us 
complete satisfaction. The peace and glory 
thu< sccu.-fd render ttie pre-seut a fitting time 
to enlighten you as to tbe course of our future 
policy. 

We are rejoiced at the recent victories 
which have enhanced the glory of our empire. 
At the same time we are aware that the end of 
the road wbich must be traversed by the Em- 
peror in the march of civilization is still far 
distant and romains yat to be attained. We 
therefore hope, in common with oar loyal sub- 
jects, that we Shan always guard against self- 
contentednesg, but in a spirit of modesty and 
humility strive to perfect oi;r military defense 
without falling into extremes. 

In short it It our 'Wish that the Oovemment 
and the people alike shall woric to a eommoo 
end and that our subjects of all cls«ses. strive 
each in his sphere for the purpose of laying^ the 
fourdation of permanent prosperity, 

U is hereby definitely made known that no 
countenance will be given by US to such as, 
through conceit at the recent vletories, may 
offer insult to another state or injtire oar rela- 
tions with friendly powers, especially as re- 
gards China.

The preliminary examination of Captain 
Gilbert U. Brokaw on a charge of as.sault 
with a deadly weapon was commenced be- 
fore Judge ix)w last night. Samuel M. 
Shortridu'c appeared for the defendant and 
Garret W. McEnemey represented the 
peop'.e. Prosecuting Attorney Xobeits not 
being present. 

There was considerable legal sparriug 
between the learned counsel, and the 
spectators were treated to several clever 
sallies that are rarely heard in a police 
court. Honors were about even. 

The proceedings were opened by Attor- 
ney Shortridge, who asked who repre- 
sented the people. 

The Judge replied that Mr. McEnemey 
appeared as special prosecutor. 

"I want the records to show it," said 
Mr. Shortrid;;e. "In the absence of the 
Prosecntin!r Attorney I object to procecd- 
Inf: with the case. It is not only an 
irregularity, Imt a fatal defect." The ob- 
jection was overruletl. 

The complainiiiK witness, All Dixon, re- 
porter on the Examiner, testified to the 
assault on the afternoon of March 28 in 
the oflice of the Oceanic Steamship Com- 
p.mv on the water fri'iit. When the de- 
tenuant struck him in the face he dropped 
his cane on the floor and when he ran out- 
side the captain followed him and struck 
him on the head with the cane. No words 
were spoken by either of thetn. 

In cross-examination he admitted that 
he first swore to a complaint for battery 
and a question as to who induced him to 
swear out a warrant for tbe higher crime 
was not allowed. Another questionasto 
tbe witness threatening to "bum up" the 
captain in the Examiner previous to the 
assault was also disallowed. 

T. Grepory, reporter of the Call, who 
was present at the time of the assault, 
gave his testimony and the prosecution 
rested. 

Attorney Shortridge spoke of the weak- 
ness of the case. The offense, if any, was 
at most a mere battery, and if was appar- 
ent to him that there never should have 
been a more serious charge. The first im- 
Ijnlse of the complaining witness and the 
first advice given him resnltcd in tiling 
the first complaint for battery. What rea- 
sons, what new advice, what controlling 
Inflaences caused the abandonment of the 
first proceeding he knew not, but he could 
imagine them. Some one who bad a feel- 
ing for reporters induced the complaining 
witness to prefer the higher charge. 

It was apparent that to constitute that 
sort of crime there must be the intent and 
act. The mere naked act amounted to 
nothing. It was the intent to do bodily 
harm. The learned counsel characterized 
the affair as nothing but a scuffle and both 
parties had regretted it ever since, and 
submitted that a nominal line for the liat- 
tery would meet tliceii'lsof justice. The 
use of the caue did not warrant the infer- 
ence that the defendant used a deadly 
weapon. It seemed ridiculous to say so.

Srobably never return. " lie was very 
espondent at times, and was particularly 
so yesterday over his inability to obtain 
lucrative employment. I'p to a short 
time ago be worked in the otlice of Dr. 
Bmah, a demist, hut his pay was not 
large, nor was his position a permanent 
one. 

In the saloon Haynes sometimes spoke 
of an uncle of his name who worked in 
the United States Mint, but he used to say 
his relative was rich and he would not, 
theri^re, call upon him for anything 
while in his impecuious condition. It was 
suspected that Haynes was aitdicted ii> the 
use of morphine, and if this is so it in a 
great measure explains his tits of despond- 
ency. He was a native of the State of 
Maine, 'where he has relatives.

Death is 
supi'Osed to be due to natural causes. 

Felix t'orona. a Mexican, aged 36 years, 
dropped (lead in the hallway of the iiouse 
at 131S Dupout ."treet.

And. more important than this, a Berke- 
ley constalile has fniTid a lady with whom, 
he says, Durrani left a cuat shortly after 
lilanehe Lamoiit's lii^appearance. The 
coat, it is said, was wrapped u\\ and when 
the lady opened the bundle yester ay she 
found that the garment was spotted with 
blood. The constable says he has in- 
' formed Chief Crowley of the discovery of 
the coat. 

^Vhile Purrant has shown no particular 
!^;j:n? of 1 reaking down his gay manner 
h.-is i.-ft him and his face has hardened. 

The man who has been brought forward 
to make Purranfs guilt almost certain is 
Janus 1'. Iloflgdon, the adjuster of freight 
claims for the Southern Pacific Company. 
He is a man of high standing and the po- 
lice consider his evidence one of the most 
Talnable points yet foimd in the case of 
Minnie 'Willianis. 

Mr. Hodgdon lives at 109 Bartlett street 
Petective Bohen learned a few days ago of 
■ 8 man who had told several people that he 
• -had seen Durrant in front of Emmanuel 
Baptist Church with a young woman 
about 8:15 f. m. Good Friday. Detective 
Bohen obtained Hodgdon's address yester- 
day and last evening Detective Seymour 
called on the newly iliscovered witness. 
Hod^on accompanied Petective Seymour 
to the office of Chief Crowley, arriving 
there shortly tiefore 8 o'clock. 

His statement is as follows: "Mv name 
is .lames Hodgdon.

She said she was standing in her 
front yard wheu a nervous appearing man 
stepped up and asked if he could leave the 
coat he had on with her for a few days. 

Xot denying him the privilege he took it 
oft his back, wrapped it up, left it with 
her, and then started for the hills. 

The man not returning for the parcel after 
tlie lapse of ten days, the woman became 
suspicious, and yesterrlay afternoon, in the 
presence of htr daughter, opened the 
|>ackage, and, to her utter amazement, 
■• lOond the front and sleeves covered with 
■. Irtains. Upon close examination it was 
■found that they were blorvd stains, which 
the owner of the coat had attempted to 
'wash out hy mean? of cleaning fluid. 

From the {.laces stained the garment 
toust have been unbuttoned when the 
blood was splashed on it, as the flap which 
Is u'ually bottoned in the style of a coat 
vas coverea with stains the entire length. 

The coat bears the name of Nordwell, a 
Bosb-street tailor. 

On the inside of the garment, near the 
w.Tist, is a ].atch of Farmer's satin, so neatly 
t put in that it must have been done uy a 
tailor. Kear the back pocket there is an- 
other similar patch. 

T+ie coat was taken to Dr. Rowell im- 
mediately after being placed into the bands 
of Deputy Constable Murray, and he will 
make an examination of it to-day to deter- 
inii}e as to whether the spots which appear 
on It are blood. 

Dr. Rowell. when seen late last night by 
• Call representative, was very reticent 
alx.>:t tomniunicating information relating 
to the discovery of the blood-stained coat.

man accused of a heinous crime was about

Three times before the trial opened the 
police cleared the place of loungers, thus 
making respiration jKissible, but the places 
of those e.vpelled were .juickly tilled by 
others, and throughout tlie e.\ainination 
the room was packed like a sardine-bo.x.

Frank A. Young, a baker, 1315 Park 
street, Alameda, was next called. He had 
known M iiKiie Williams three years prior 
to h'T di ath. Ill' was shown the celluloid 
tablet found in Mias Williams' purse con- 
taining an address, and asked if he had ever 
seen it before. 

"I saw it on Tnursday afternoon prior to 
Goo«l Friday." 

"Under what circumstances did vou see 
that tablet?" 

"I wrote the address on it at her request 
on the Thursday afternoon in question." 

He also identified the purse. 

A recess was then taken until 2 p. m. 

Sergeant William F. Burke was the first 
witness called on the reconvening of court 
at 2 r. V. 

"Did you visit the house where Theodore 
Durrant resided?" asked Attorney Barnes. 

"IdVl, sir; on the Sunday following the 
murder. 

"Did you take any garmentj from the 
bouse?" 

"I did, sir. I took an overcoat, and in 
the pocket found a bunch of keys and a 
purse. The purse contained a car-ticket, 

etc." 

Witness was shown the purse anil identi- 
fied the same. Likewise the car-tickeU 

"At the time I took the coat^" witness 
continued, concerning the identity of the 
car-ticket, "the mother of the defendant 
asked me to let her eJcamiiM the pockets 
ot the coat." 

The defense objected to witness telling 
anything about what Mrs. Durrant said, 
and Sergeant Burke continued : 

"I examined the pocketa ol the coat and. 



taking out the pocket-book, shook it and 
the car-ticket fell to the floor. Officer 
shear noticed it and I picked it up and ez- 
amined it. Afterward I made an ezamiiia- 
tiou of the outside compartment in the 
I pocket-book." 

Witness examined the overcoat taken 
from the defendant's house and, identify- 
ing the same, the prosecution offered the 
garment in evidence to be marked exhibit 
H. The hat was likewise identified and 
put in as exhibit I. The witness identi- 
fied the bunch of keys as being the same 
found in Durrani's clothing, with the ex- 
ceptiiui of one key, which he said had 
since been placed on the ring. The keys, 
without the one in question, were put in 
as exhibit J. 

The thirteenth key being removed from 
the bunch was shown witness and he said 
it had been given to him on the 13th of the 

§ resent month by one George King. He 
id not know where the key was from. 
"Now, sergeant, did you visit the church 
on the afternoon of A"pril 13?" continued 
Attorney Barnes. "Did you see the body, 
and what were the circumstances leading 
up to the discovery of the body?" 

"I did, sir. Between the hours of 1 and 
2 o'clock I went to the church with Officer 
Lewis. There I found the Coroner and his 
messenger and Ofiicers Feenev and Reed. 
I saw the body lying on the floor. I saw 
the wounds on the throat and on the 
wrists. I also saw the Coroner take from 
the mouth a piece of cloth. There was a 
pool of blood under tne head and one 
under the table. I also saw a stick of 
wood under the body, about fiifteeu inches 
long." 

Two soiled strips of linen cloth were 
shown the witness, and he identified them 
as being the same or similar to those whicli 
he saw taken from the throat of the dead 
girl. 

"I think," he said, "it was the Coroner's 
messenger who took the rags from the 
girl's throat." 

Witness also identified the broken pieces 
of the table-knife fonnd on the body. 

The cloth and knife were offered in evi- 
dence as exhibits K and L respectively. 
The St il k found under the body of the dead 
girl was likewise identified and put in 
as exhibit M. Another stick of about the 
same length and size Was pronounced by 
witness to l>e the same he had seen Officer 
Reed take from the table in the library. 
That was marked as exhibit N. 

A number of partly rusted silver-plated 
caseknives, the same as that which was 
found broken on the dead body of Minnie 
Williams, taken from the kitchen of the 
Emmanuel Baptist Church, together with 
a table from the library, were examined 
and identified by witness. He showed also 
where and how the second stick spoken of 
as exhibit N ha.l been taken from the 
table. It was glued on the frame and 
served as a side supj'.irt to the drawer. 

This stick was taken from the table to 
show its similarity to that used by the 
murderer in crowding the piece of cloth 
down the dead girl's throat. It was ap- 
parent both came from the same table. 

The caseknives and two paper napkins 
were put in as people's.exhibit O. 

"Sergeant, what was the condition of the 
library door when you arrived there?" 
aske.l .'Vttorney Barnes. 

"The lock was broken off." 

"Did you ever see the lock?" 

"1 saw it in the Chief's olhce." 

"Have you ever seen these," and the 
witness was handed the portion of an ordi- 
narv brass lock and a small block of wood. 
- " Ves. sir. 1 jiicked them up On the floor 
of the library and I saw them Subsequently 
in the Chief 's oflice." 

"Do yon know wbete tiie balance of the 
lock is?" 

"1 do not." 

"Did you hear any one saj where it 

was?" 

"We object," said ITr, Dickinson. 

The obiection w^ sustained and Mr. 
Barnes asked : 

"Do you know how the other part of 
that lock could have been lost?" 

"Any one could have taken it. I'he room 
and church were open to the general pub- 
lic at the time and any one might have 
picked it up and carried it away out of 
curiositv." 

"Who were present at the time von 
wrapped this lock up in paper?" asked 
Attorney Dickinson. 

"'rhere weie three ofliecrs? ' 

"Were there any of the Coroner's officers 
present?" 

"The Coroner's deputy and messenger 

were there." 

"Could you identify anyone else who 

Was in the room at the time?" 

"Xo, sir; I could not." 

Sergeant Burke was recalled by Attorney 
Barnes and questioned as to the location 
of the washrbasin in the back part of the 
church. 

"Did vou examine that washroom?" 

"I did, sir. My attention was called to 
it by Sergeant Reynolds. I foimd blood 
stains on it and on the walls." 

"Where is that wash-basin?" asked 
Judee Conlan. 

"it is back of the minister's pulpit, almost 
opposite the rear entrance to the church." 

"Is that the only wash-basin in the 
church.?" continued the court. 

"All that I know of." . 

Attorney Dickinson then took the wit- 
ness in hand. 

"What was the position of those blood 
steins?" 

"On the walls, above the basin, and on 
the basin itself." 

"Did you take any precaution for pre- 
serving those stains as evidence?" 

"No, sir, I did not. Sergeant Reynolds 
was in charge, aud I did not think any- 
thing about 11."

Maggie Fitzpatrick, a girl about 16 years 
of age, residing at 133 Twenty-si-xth street, 
was called. 

"Where were you on Friday night, the

"Who were you with?"

Mrs. Mary M. McCoy, of the corner of 
Seventeenth and Mission streets, was 
sworn and testified that on the night of 
April 32, as she was going down Twenty- 
third street, between 7 and 8 o'clock, she 
saw a y.'Uiig man and woman standing 
near Emmanuel Church on Twenty-third 
street. The girl seemed to be coaxing for 
something and moving her hands. '"Just 
as I passed them," she continued, "I heard 
the man say, 'Y^ou are a coward.' I said 

to myself 'them do be lovers ' " But 

the defendant's counsel objected to what 
she said to herself, and Mrs. McCoy was 
requested to confine her statements to what 
she saw and heard. 

"Did yon hear anything else?" 

"No. sir; not after I heard him say that 
she was a coward." 

"Where were you going when yon met 
them ?" asked Attorney Dickinson. 

"I was going bonffc, sir." 

"Did you noticelwhat time it was when 
yon reached your nouse?" 

" I did not, sir. I was so tired that I 
droui«d into a chair and went to sleep." 

"\Vhatis your business, Mrs. McCoy 7" 

"I keep a laundry, sir, and I was tired 
that night and walked slow."

Baptist Ministers Express Sym- 
pathy for Emmanuel Con- 
gregation. 

The misfortune which has befallen 
Emmanuel Church was the topic discussed 
I at the meeting of the Baptist Association, 
[ held at the Y. .M. ' '. A. building yesterday 
I morning, ^^ympathy was expres,S€d for 
j the church members in their afHiction, and 
only once was the name of the pastor men- 
tioned, and then it was in the form of an 
interrogation. 

Rev. M. P. Boynton opened the subject 
by saying: "I think it eminently fitting 
that we, as members of the Baptist denom- 
ination, e.xpress our sympathy for Baptist 
EmmanuelChurch congregation. They are 
not to blame for what has happened. The 
church is of our denomination, and it 
would be a comfort to its members if they 
could feel that the ministers were in sym- 
pathy with them." 

At this point Rev. I. S.Abbott asked, 
"You include the pastor?" 

Rev. M. P. Boynton replied, "Of course I 
include the pastor. The church as an em- 
bodied organization requires our sympa- 
thy." 

Rev. A.L. Dietz hastened to explain that 

the ministers had no sympathy with the 
crime nor with the in, inner in which the 
cliurch had been ilesecrated. but that min- 
isterially they were hlle.i with sympathy 
for the church meml>ers in their affliction. 

Dr. 'Bush drew attention to the fact that 
a week had passed since the tragedy, ami 
it only seemeil titling that the Baptist min- 
isters of San Francisco should express 
some feeling in the matter of the Emman 
ucl church members, and should signify 
their intention of standing by their breth' 
ren. 

"If they decide to continue in the 
church," .sai.l Dr. Biish, "it seems tome 
that the Baptist Association should ap- 
point an all-day Baptist meeting to fast 
and j.ray an.l show tliat all the Baptists 
are in sympathy with the congregation in 
their trouble. It seems a duty to show- 
that we are loyal to these brethren. U they 
decide to worship ih a fresh place we must 
stand by them." 

Hev. Mr. Dietz said that it would be bet- 
ter to pass a resolution to that effect if the 
sense of the meeting was one of sympathy 
Silence followed this suggestion. Then 
Rev. Mr. Boynton said, "Brethren, I do 
not want to push this matter into forcing 
a discussion, but it seems to me that we 
owe to ourselves as members of the Bap- 
tist Ministers' Association Just as much as 
we owe it to the membersof the Emmanuel 
Church to stand by them and show the 
l.ublic we are loyal and sympathetic. 1 
move that a committee be appointed to 
frame resolutions."

The "solid eight" of the Board of Super- 
visors pFcX'laimed themselves aloud yes- 
terday when, without any explanation, 
excuse or charges, they passed an order 
dismissing seven City officers and appoint- 
ing others in their stead. It was in vain 
that a member of the minority pro- 
tested against the outrage and demanded 
that charges be made against the 
holders of the offices. He was 
contemptuously ignored, and the shame- 
less act has gone on the records of the City. 

Not even party spoils or civil service 
reform can be urged to excuse this 
action by the "solid eight." .The 
Board of Supervisors is composed of 
eight Republicans and four Democrats. 
The Republicans are: King, Benjamin, 
Hughes, Duuker, Morgenstern, Taylor, 
Sprcckels and Hobbs; and the Demo- 
crats are: Scully, Hirsch, Wagner and 
Dimond. The "solid eight" are: Scully, 
King, Benjamin, Hirsch, Hughes, Dunker, 
Morgenstern and W'agner— five Repnbli- 
oans and three Democrats — and the mi- 
nority is composed ^ Dimond, Taylor, 
Spreckels and Hohbs— three Bepnblicans 
and one Democrat. 

In electing eight out of the twelve Su- 
pervisors the Republican party came into 
control of the Board of SupervLsors, and is 
therefore resionsible for the acts of the 
majority of the Hoard. The very fact 
of a combination of five Republicans with 
three Democrats to form a "solid eight" 
who shall vote together c^)nstantly makes 
it impossible to imagine an honest purpose 
on their part and makes it impossible for 
the minority at the Board to act with 
them. 

In all the political scandals that have 
afflicted the City this is the most conspic- 
uous and disgraceful. We all remember 

the earnest protest from the public 
a^jainst the election of dishonest men, 
and we have fresh in mind the stren- 
uous efforts of many pn. id citizens to 
defeat the two old parties I'y forming non- 
political organizations for the purpose of 
electing clean men to office. The Demo- 
cratic party had betrayed the people, and 
it was feared that the Sepublican could 
not be trusted. But the Kepublican party 
pledged itself solemnly to dect worthy men, 
and it Was fitith in that pledge and 
in the stem integrity and clean history 
of the RepublicaTi party that broke the 
strength of the non-polilical movement 
and caused the election of a Republican 
majority in the Board. A feeling of se- 
curity arose. Now a majority of the 
Bepnblican members have proved ren- 
egades from the party and traitors 
to public duty, and have dragged 
their party in the mire and dashed 
the hopes of the people to the ground. It 
is the most disgraceful combination of 
scandalous elments ever fonnd together 
in onr municipal alf^rs, and it comes at a 
time when the proud and energetic men of 
the City were pressing forward witli hi;;h 
hopes and an earnest purpose to make San 
Francisco on^ of the greatest oities in the 
world. 

Disgraceful as this is, it would be vastly 
more disgraceful and absolutely ruinotis to 
permit this scandalona state of affairs 
to continue and flourish unchecked. 
While it is every citizen's duty, what- 
ever his political belief may be, to take a 
hand in purging his lair Ci^ of this 
shame that has fallen upon it, it is 
more directly.the duty and responsibility 
of the Republican party to take the lead. 
By whatever means these renegades can be 
reached, let tlie work proceed. Now, if 
ever, is the time to hold up such men to 
public scorn, as a punishment to tbem, as 
a check upon their future exercise of an 
evil power, and as a warning to others who 
may be tempted to betray so sacred a thing 
as a public trust 

Supervisor Scully, who hitherto has 
voted consistently with the "solid eight," 
declined to vote on this motion to dismiss 
tried and competent officers, but in the 
absence ot his history in the Board and of 
his protest and opposing vote, he has failed 
to keep his name out of the mire. 

It cannot be expected that men who 
would act with so open shamelessness 
could be induced by a popular protest 
either to resign or reform. Tlie proceed- 
ings to cripple their power for harm must 
come from without, and it is the clear 
duty of the Republican party, both for the 
sake of its own fair name and for its 
responsibility to the public, to take prompt 
and determined action in the premises.

Nearly every resident of the City seems 
to have been transformed into a theoreti- 
cal detective by the recent awful and mys- 
terious miuders, for the officers and news- 
papers have been overwhelmed with theo- 
ries. It is natural tor the people to have 
opinions, but. when it comes to serious 
elaborations of theories they have com- 
paratively little value, except in a purely 
literary way, are rarely of any assistance in 
the actual work of running down the 
crime, and when undertaken by persons 
not tiierially trained in this difficult line of 
literary woric are invariablyloolish,annoy- 
ing and supcrSuoua. 

All this voluntary detective work pro- 
ceeds from two causes. One is that species 
of vanity which finds expression otherwise 
in shrewd guesses at the involved plots ot 
stories and dramas. Anothtr is a popu- 
lar misunderstanding concerning the act- 
ual work of ferreting ont a crime. That 
word "ferreting" explains the whole case 
of the real detective. A naturalist, if 
:i-kcd to give the best method of bringing 
a rat out of it? hole, will a\>ply his scien- 
tific knowlcdfi' to the case, and by an 
elaborate course of re,,.,j:iing devise some 
ingenious scheme w holly theoretical and 
more than likely impracticable. But a 
ferret tunned loose upon the same business 
will punas the rat bodily and bring it 
forth. It is well, therefore, to leave the 
hunting of rats to ferrets and the discovery 
of criminals to men qualified both by in- 
stinct and special training to do the work 
best. 

The popular tendency to interfere in this 
dreadful case shows that the average mind 
is pivi n over to its contemplation. This 
is a vice, and as such is deplorable ; and its 
encouragement by the newspaper publica- 
tion of private theories is vicious. The 
law has a machinery ot its own tor such 
cases; and whan it is evident, aa in this 
case, that the most careful and intelligent 
work is being done by the machinery of 
the law. there is no excuse whatever for 
interfering with its I'peration. 

To what eitcnt the press in decency ni.iy 
go in such a case in or^;aiiiziiig its re- 
porters into a detective corps is a matter 
to be measoni tiia publisber'a Muse ot 



his responsibility to the public. If hisin- 
dependent detective work hampers thatof 
the police and inflames the public mind, 
then cleariy his course is not taken either 
with a view to assist the law or to con- 
tribute a hmthj element to the moral 
tone of the oommunitr. It will not do to 
say that a newspaper should give the news 
without regard to all other con ^derations. 
That would mean to say merely that the 
I)Ublisher i-^ w iiling to cripple the law and 
degrade the moral sense of his readers if 
by so doing he caaaall a tsw moraooi^es 
of his paper. 

In its treatment of the great double 
tragedy in this City the Call has aimed 
simply to give such news as it oould give 
without doing ham. In this it has used 
such discoveries made by the police as 
they were willing to ^v« ont to the press, 
and has supplemented it with such inde- 
pendent work of its own as was necessary 
to make a complete, reliable and intelli- 
gent story of the affair. It has had no 
prejudice for or against any person eus- 
pected of the crimes. If the circuni--taiices 
point more strongly to one ]>erson than 
another, it is that person's misfortune and 
not.Uie Call's fault. There lias been no 
attempt on the part of this paper to make 
ont a case against any one, or to "dig up" 
evidence in support of any theory. Least 
of all lias the Call gone at any length into 
or to any extent gloated over and paraded 
those pitifully unprintable features with 
which the case is burdened. 

Let every sensitile person, therefore, 
drop the case from his mind. The law 
now has it in han<l, and that is sutlicient. 
All the real and reliable news of the case 
will appear in the Call hereafter as for- 
merly, and there it will stop. This is a 
great City, a noble State and a jzrcat coim- 
try, in which important things are hap- 
pening every day. Let us turn now to this 
wholesome record and thereby drag onr 
minds out of the noxious depths into 
which they have fallen, and turn our faces 
to the (preat throhbinR world which Is paw- 
ing in the full light of heaven before us. 



BEPUBLIOA Jr BMP 0J8IBILITY. 

In American politics the party defeated 
at the polls may, if it choose, retire from 
political work and wait until the next 
campaign opens; with the party in power, 
however, the reverse is true; that party 
must be vigilant and active to have its 
pledges carried ont by its representatives 
in office. To it applies the wisdom of the 
proverb, "make hay while the sun shines." 
It cannot ignore a single political issue. 
It is responsible to the people for good 
government and cannot shift or evade that 
responsibility wilhont paying the penalty 
at the next election. 

The truth of its responsil'ility to the peo- 
ple in this way cannot be too strongly en- 
forced upon the Republican party of San 
Francisco. The demand of the pr .i;r '.--ive 
clement of the community for public im- 
provements, makes it imperative that the 
City Government should show itself worthf 
to be intrusted with such work and capable 
of carrying it forward with energy and 
economy.

Koad Commissioner >tar.sden Manson has 
been up to Tehama Cuuiity with Mr. Irvine, at 
the request uf the county authorities, to assist 
and advise them a* to carrying oat tbeir work 
in building a road from Red Blalt to Mantou. 
Yesterday speaking of the work of the com- 
mission he said : "The lavf Is broad and well 
drawn, and contemplates work tending to be 
useful to every country home in California. It 
is ot great Importsnoa to the State, and I was 
very glad to see the Call start the proposition 
to build the boulevard down the peninsula.

They were talking about the counties in Cali- 
fornia in which there are no railroads at the 
Lick yesterday, and some one said that Siena 
was one of the benii?hted. "What, SlerraT" 
said'M. H. Mead, who is an e:?-shertfl and ex- 
Benator of that county. "Why, Sierra has two 
railroads, the Central Pacific main line and the 
Nevada, California and Oregon Railway."

Democrat. 



The bimetallists do not propose to lose 
any time in their work of organization. 
Already Enoch Pepper, chairman of the 
executive committee of the i^tate Silver 
League, has appointed a worker for free 
coina^'e in the person of P. 0. Chilstrora, 
an attorney, who has been prominently 
connected with the People's party. Mr. 
Chilstrom has been selected as the first 
committeeman from San Francisco, and he 
is now engaged, according to the instruc- 
tions sent to him by Chairman Pepper, in 
looking abont for the men whom be is to 
associate with him on the committee. 

Fievions to the return of Emissary Alva 
Fdell to Jion Angeles that gentleman was 
informed by wire oi tlie withdrawal of 
John K. Berry, L. M. Holt, Charles L. 
I'^au'er and M. I>i-omgokl from the com- 
mittee to make room for ,San l-ranci.sco 
men. lie had a talk with Attorney Adrian 
C. Kills before he left, but whether Mr. 
Ellis will be committeeman No. 2 is not 
SLttled. 

The fact that Mr. Ellis has been an ac- 
tive Democrat— an old Southern Demo- 
crat — In the past will not militate against 
his selection as a Silver League committee- 
man in the least, because the free-coinage 
men are not drawing party lines tight. 
They hope to make up' the silver party 
from all the others, and are therefore 
taking a Republicun here aud a Democr;it 
ther? , as well aa the more easily reached 
Poptiii.<its, in making up the State Central 
Committee of seventy-live. The com- 
mittee of which Mr. Chilstrom has been 
made a member is better known as the 
Committee of Fifteen, and is the executive 
committee of the new movement. 

The plan of the bimetallists is to start 
otit in each county with a "general county 
committee of three," and such a committee 
they hope to form by associating a Popu- 
list, lleimblican and Democrat together. 
It T:iii;ht be said of Mr. Ellis that lie could 
hardly now be selected as a Democrat, at 
least if the very letter of Chairman Pep- 
per's type-written instructions is to be fol- 
lowed, because Mr. KUi.'', since President 
Cleveland's connection with the gold 
power seemed to be indicated in the last 
big bond contract, has lacked dean over 
the traces of his party and avers that he 
has cut loose. 

In this connection a recent visit may he 
mentioned of Mr. Chilstrom to Morris M. 
Kstee, the Ilepublican candidate for Gov- 
ernor iu the last campaign. Mr. Estee has 
published a pamphlet m which he has 
taken an emphatic stand for silver. That 
was ri|;ht in line with the ideas of the bi- 
metallists, but Mr. Ohilstrom's visit fur- 
nished Mr. Estee with an opportunity for 
saying that be "did not want anything to 
do with the Bepnblican machine in this 
State any more. 

The end aimed at is the free andtinlim- 
ited coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1, 
and it does not matter what the political 
means used are so long as that endis real- 
ized. 

The membership of these county general 
committees will be increased later on. The 
basis of representation in tbem which the 
executive committee has established in 
the country districts is one member for 
every fifty votes polled at the last election. 
The plans of the new party contemplate 
tho organization of ward and township 
leagues, too, and the incidental co-opera- 
tion ot ail the presidents of such sub- 
leagues as a "boani of presidents," with 
the general committees. 

Chairman Pepper has written to Mr. 
Chilstrom with reference to the cominjg 
silver mass-meeting here, at which Presi- 
dent A. J. Warner of the executive com- 
mittee of the American Bimetallic party 
and Senator Stewart of Nevada are booked 
to speak. If General Sibley can get back 
from Pennsvlvania in time he is certainly 
to be on tlie pro^n^mme as a speaker. 
Committeeman Chilstrom will commence 
preparations at once for the event. 

The platform of principles of the Silver 
Leagne is being circulated and ranva^scd 
for in the form of a pledge of membership. 
The position ot the bimetallists is plainly 
defined, and the three closing . paragraphs 
make interesting reading. They are: 

'We believe that In the effort to secure public 
reforms It Is the part of wisdom to consultsthe 
state of pnblic opinion and to unite la taking 
up that question first upon which there seems 
to be the greatest probability of securing the 
affirmative action ot a majority of the voters. 

We believe that poblic oplnien is now 



which it is the ol^tof this leagne to accom- 
plish, and that raecess in eflectlng these re- 
forms will be easy U those who think alUce can 
be indnccd to vote alike. 

We believe It to be*kpresent duty, enjoined 
alike by patriotism ana philanthropy, lor all 
voters to Ignore their present party athllations, 
and, for the time being at least, to unite lu 
electing to office those only who are unequivo- 
cally pledged to— at the earliest piactical mo- 
ment—give the people flnanclal legislation oi 
the kind herein outlined. 

A manifesto calling upon all Populists 
to concentrate their whole attention upon 
the tinanrial ipiestion has been issueti by 
the party leaders in Washington, D. C. It 
bears the signatures of Lafe Pence, O. M. 
Kem, T. J. Hudson, William Baker, W. 
A. McKeighan, William V. Allen, John 
Davis, W. A. Harris. Jerrv Simpson, John 
C. Bell, James H.Kyle, Haldor E. Boen, 
H. K.Tatibenei'k. ,T. H. Turner and General 
James II. W e.iver. These names are famil- 
iar to Populists, being ot met; either repre- 
senting the party in Congress or stancUiu' 
well at the top.

lathe Days of thf 'I'udors Sharp Caste 
LInt'H tVero Not Urawii. 

A story in one of the magazines about 
a woman named Divvcr, who haunted 
genealogists and experts in heraldry until 
she 8ati86ed herself that her family name 
was De Vere and immediately adopted 
that aristocratic patronymic, affords no 
end of amusement to paragraphers as illus- 
trating the height of absurdity in the quest 
of ancestry, says the Boston Transcript. 
But may not the worthy Mrs. Divver have 
been justilied in her action? It is very 
probable that Divver i.« a plebeian deform- 
ity of De Vere, which time, custom, care- 
lessness and an indifference to descent 
brought about. Names suffer just such 
mutilations and attrition in the course of 
time and are ground down to an indistinct 
soond. losing edge and accent in the pro- 
cess We once heard of a man who signed 
his name Simmer without the slightest 
suspicion that genealogy would have jtis- 
titied him in writing it Seymour. 

This very heatitifnl and euphonious 
name is tn ated v. itii barbarity by many 
who bear it, wiio [ roii';unce it ".Seemorc, 
utterly oblivious that it comes from St. 
Maur,'in whicli form it is now written by 
the Duke of Somerset, whose heir is Lord 
Seymour. 'This family of Seymours, by 
writing the name in Us aiu ient and au- 
thentic form and conserving its concentra- 
tion as Seymour in one of their titles, 
undoubtedly are moved by the purpose of 
letting the world know how they would 
have It pronounced. They are a very old 
race, associated with Saint Maur in Nor- 
miiiidv before the Conqueror invaded Eng- 
land. ' They are as proud as the proudeirt. 
When Sir "Edward Si ymonr joined Wil- 
liam of Orange at Exeter, tlie latter said: 
"I think. Sir Edward, that you are of the 
familv of the Duke of Somerset." "Pardon 
me, sir," responded the aristocrat ot aris- 
tocrats, speaking as the head ot the elder 
branch, "the Duke ot Somerset is of my 
family." 

If a man or woman in America thinks it 

worth the time and trouble to trace de- 
scent in searrh of an ancestor, it is quite 
possible that he or she may make a dis- 
covery gratifying to family pride. Social 
lines have Ix en much more closely drawn 
in Great Britain in the last two centtiriea 
than they were in the times Ot the Plan- 
taireiieti'ai.d ti.c Tiidors. It was no tin- 
common thing, four hundred years ago, 
for the sons of nobles to go into trade in 
association with men who had made their 
w ay from very humble beginnings. The 
soils of country ituights ■were often glad to 
be taken into the counting houses and 
households of rich London merchants. 
Marriages often followed that unitea the 
tradesman's familv with old, historic lines. 
Very kindly relations sprang np between 
the palaces and "tne city." 

Even monarchs did not disdain to mate 
with ladies of no higher rank than simple 
gentry. Edward IV married Elizabeth 
Woodville, who, though the daughter of a 
Baron, was the widow of a simnie knight 
when the King, who was always taken by 

Sretty lace, met her. The mighty Queen 
lizabeth had among her near kinfolks on 
her mother's side some good-natured, 
everyday country people who bore the 
name of Brown, ana wno when she came 
to the throne visited London in the expec- 
tation of nepotism. i 

The great tjueen was more Tudor tlian 
Brown — by the way Owen Tudor himself 
was but a plain Welsh kiiiL'ht who made 
himself a lucky marriau'e— and sbesenther 
country relatives back with an intimation 
that court life was not their sphere, and 
with no sinecure to console them. 

Dr. Doran conjeetured that the slang 
phrase, "Astonishing the Browns," long 
in vogue in England, may have had its 
origin in this incident. The Browns were 
types, for there was many a plain country 
gentleman who might with genealogical 
justihcation "call tliti king his cousin.' All 
this has changed. Caste has hedged itself 
in within the last two centuries; classes do 
not mingle so much as they did in the time 
of the Ttidors, which is the best period for 
Americans to study wlien in search oj an- 
cestors, li a lady or gentleman with a 
taste for ancestors wants to gratify it, it ia 
only an embitteretl enemy of the Heraldry 
Ol&'ce who will seek to thwart the en- 
deavor.

iMt Duel on English Soil. 

The last duel— the last fatal one, at 
least — was fought in a field in Maiden lane, 
in a solitary part of Holloway, in 1SI3. The 
distrizt acquired considerable notoriety 
from the event. It was the duel fought be- 
tween Colonel Fawcctt and Lieutenant 
Munro. The former was killed. The duel- 
ists wore not only I rother atlicers, they 
were also brothers-in-law, having married 
two sisters. 

The Coroner's jury, on the inquest, re- 
turned a vertlict of willful murder, not 
onlv against Lieutenant Muiiro, bnt 
agamsi the seconds, also. The latter, how- 
ever, were acquitted. Munro evaded the 
hands of justice by seeking refuge abroad. 
Four years later he surrendered to take his 
trial at the Old Bailey. He was fou nd 
euilty and sentenced to death. He was, 
however, strongly recommended to mercy, 
and the sentence was eventually commuted 
to twelve months' imprisotime"nt. 

The neighborhood in wliieh lliis duel 
was fought is no longer solitary; a wide 
thoroughfare, known as the Brecknock 
road runs tiirough it, and a rifle ground 
beside the ilrecknock .\rms appropriately 
indicates the place where the final shw 
was hred. — Chambers' Journal.

Supervisors Asked for a Franchise 
for a Route In This 
City. 



The lease of China Basin for terminal 

purposes for tlie San Francisco and San 
Joaquin Valley Railway was apjiroved by 
the board of directors of that corporation 
yesteriiay. 

Another matter of importance was .set- 
tled at tbe same time, when a resolution 
was tmanimonsly adopted asking the 
Board of SnpervIsorB of San Fnnciaco to 
grant a franchise oyer streets leading from 
China Basin to tbe San Mateo Gotmtiy line 
for the new railway. 

The directors held a morning session, 
and from the large amount of business be- 
fore them proceeded directly to consider 
tlie lease and the franchise.

tbe board, was present with the lease, 
which had been drafted by a committee. 
He subipitte<i the <iocumpiit, and nfter an 
hour's discusoion itH conditions were ac- 
cented and approved by the board. 

The lease was satisfactory to each and 
every one of the directors, ft provides for 
the transfer of a depot site from the SUte 
to the valley road uit follows: 

Commencing at the intersection of the south 
hue of Channel ttreet with the east line of 
kentucky (Kentucky street being eighty feet 
wide); thence east at right angles with the 
B&ld line ol Kentucky ktreel to the inner line of 
the seawall and thoroughfare esUbUshed by 
act of LegisUture March 15, 1878: thence 
southerly along said inner line of the thorough- 
fare to the northerly line of Fourth street 
(Fourth stseei l,eing eighty feet in width); 
thence northwesterly along said northerly line 
of Fourth street to tbe easterly line of Ken- 
tucky; thence north along said line of Ken- 
tucky street to the pohit of beginning: con- 
taining twenty-four and one-quarter (24^) 
acres of land, more or less, which said parcel 
lies adjacent to two or more public streets 
designated upon the official map of the city and 
county of Htin Kiaiici.»'CO. 

The conditions are that the lease will 
run through a term of fif^ years from 
May 1, Iw, to May 1, IMS, at a yearly 
rental of $1000. At the end of fifty years 
all improvements and structores upon the 
China Basin site shall revert to the State. 

It ise xpressly stated that tbe yalley road 
directors, or their soccessors, shall not as- 
sign the lease or any interest there- 
in to any otlier perron or corjioration ; 
that the premises shall be used solely for 
the purposes of terminal facilities. Should 
tbe site become subject in any way to the 
oontrol or dominion of any person, com- 
pany or corpontfofi nov fisving xmilitrsy 

/ 



terminal fadlities on tbe bay of San Fran- 
cisco, tbe lease shall forthwith terminate 
and all rights thereto immediately cease. 
A proTirion calling for immediate oon- 
structionof the railway from San Fxsn- 
cisco is introduced as follows : 

And the said party of the second part docs 
hereby further covenant, promi.se and agree 
that It will proceed within six months from 
the date hereof to improve said demised 
premises, and to construct such improvements 
as and for the use for which the same are de- 
mised as hereinbefore defined. 

That the party of the second part will pro- 
ceed withing six months from the date he'cof 
to construct its railroad, and thereaftei- with 
reasonable diligence^to equip and operate the 
same. Also that it shall construct and have in 
operation not less than 100 miles of road 
within five years from the date of the execu- 
tion hereof, and aetnady tiae said premises in 
connection therewith as Its railway terminal. 

The final proviso deals with possible 
changes in the future in Channel street, 
and collection of tolls and dockage at tbe 
railway company'* wbarreg iu tbe follow- 
ing laiiguage: 

It is further agreed that ahotdd Channel 
street be widened at any time, and should any 
portion of the premises described in this lea.*e 
be within the line of said street so widened, 
then such portion shall be thereby expressly 
exempted, and hereby is soexpressly exempted 
from the ooeration of this lease, and the im- 
provements thereon erected by the party of tlie 
second part shall be removed from such land 
so required at ita sole cost. 

It Is agreed by and between the parties to 
this lease that nothing herein contained shall 
be construed to affect ths right of the people 
of the State of California, or the Board of State 
Uarbor Commissioners, or any successor or 
successors of said Board of State Harbor Com- 
missioners, from collecting dockage and tolls 
at the rates and charges now or hereafter to 
be esMblished by said Board of State Harbor 
Commissioners, Its successor or successors, at 
any seawall, pier, slip or wharf constructed 
about said demised premises, nor shall any- 
thing herein contained ever be construed to 
give the second party the right to any dockage 
or toll facilities, either at or upon the harbor 
embankment line as established by law, or 
within said line, or upon any part of the 
within described premises, without such pay- 
ment of the rates heretofore or hereafter to be 
established according to law. 

That the valley road directors approved 
this lease after mature deliberatioii is proof 
that they intend pushing ahead with their 
work, and so give San Francisco a com- 
peting line into some of the richest lands 
of California. They accept a binding 
agreement that the vallev road shall not 
for tifty years pass into otlier bands, and 
this of' itself shows how clear is their posi- 
tion with reirurd to preserving the integrity 
of the great enterprise. \\ bile engineers 
and workmen will be building the new 
road down by tbe San Joaquin Blver, an- 
other force will be occupied on China 
Basin and the bay shore route throuL'ti 
San Mateo and the"Santa Clara Viilky to 
meet the line running through the heart 
of California. 

All that remains now to close the lease 
of China Basin is for the Harbor Commis- 
sioners to pass resolutions to execute it 
and the valley road directors to pass resolu- 
tions accepting it. Just as soon as Gov- 
ernor Budd comes to town the Harbor 
Commissioners will hold a meeting, at 
which the lease will be signed by him, 
Mayor Sutro and Commissioners Colnon, 
Cole and Cbadbonrne. 

The directors decided to ask the Super- 
visors for rights of way through the city 
over the following streets : 

From Fourth and Illinois streets across 
Fourlli, along Illinois to the southwest side of 
First avenue south, formerly known as Hon- 
duras street; P street south, formerly known 
aaSt. John street; from the southwest side of 
First avenue south to the north Hue of Twelfth 
avenue south, thence In a general southerly 
direction across Twelfth avenue south, Thir- 
teenth avenue south, Parnassus avenue, 
Latonia street and Thornton avenue to Rail- 
road avenue opposite the center line of Twenty- 
first avenue south; thence along Kallroad 
avenue to tbe north line of Tbirty-sucth avenue 
south ; thence in a general southerly direction 
under Thirty-sixth, Thirty-seventh, Thirty- 
eighth and Thirty-ninth avenues south, J stree t 
to the east line of J street, thence along £vart 
street to the county line, with the rights to lay 
and msfntain a single or double track of 
standard width thereon, and to operate thereon 
a railroad propelled by steam, eleclrlcitv or 
other power for the transportation of freight 
andpaasangenforthetermof flfty years from 
date.

Lawton's Suit for Divorce 
Reopens the Forgotten 
Tragedy. 



The Accused Woman Has Filed a 
Cross-Chars* and Is Making 
a Stubborn Fight. 



The old stoiy of tbe donUe killing on 
May 7,18B2, on Connecticut street, Potrero, 
re&nltiiig from the alleged infidelity of the 
wife of the man whose brother lost his life, 
was revived in Judge Sanderson's court 
when the case of Michael Lawton vs. Mrs. 
Mary Lawton wai- ciUed yesterday. 

tawton, who was employed by the Union 
Iron Works, was keeping house on Con- 
necticut street, and haa as a boarder Ed- 
ward Daley, also employed by the same 
firm. Ijiwton coiilided to .several of his 
friends that his wife was intimate with his 
boarder, and on the morning of May 7, 
1892, took bis brother John, Fred Klinck 
and John and Frank Carroll to his home 
to witness acts which would jirove his 
statement. The party was warned by Law- 
ton when to appear on tbe scene oy tbe 
pushing of a lath tbrongb a bole in the 
side of the house. 

As soon as the signal was given the men, 
led by Joliu Lawton and Frank Carroll, 
broke open the door of the room occupied 
by Edward Daley. Three shots were lieard 
and Jolin I.Awton dropped dead. Frank 
Carroll fell back morlaUv wounded, and 
the third bullet was iiiilxilded in the wall. 

Carroll died a few days later. Dalcv was 
convicted of manslauehter and sentenced 
to three years at San Qtientin. AU of these 
facts came out yesterday in the application 
of Michael Lawton that he be given an ab- 
solute divorce from his wife 5Iary. 

As soon a.s the application wa.s tiled Mrs. 
Lawton applied for temporary alimony, on 
tbe ground that counter-charges would 
warrant the final decree of tbe court award- 
ing her permanent support. She was 
iJlowed $40 per montb by Judge Sander- 
son, but Lawton failed to pay and was im- 
prisoned for contempt of court. 

Mrs. Lawton hasentered counter-charges 
of extreme cnichy and is ti^'htincr the case. 
Testimony for tlie i)laintiff was partially 
beard and tbe defendant will present her 
aide of tbe story to-day.

Mr. Bicknell leaves for Japan to-day on 
tbe Coptic, but for the last three or four 
days he has been in the city and has, as is 
natural for a man iu his profession, circu- 
lated more or^less among the artists and 
was present at the owning exbibltion, as 
a guest of F. M. Vermoroken. 

It was only a transitory view of the ex- 
hibition that Mr. Bicknell obtained, but 
even from that standpoint his criticisms 
should be valuable to local artists. In dis- 
cussing the exhibition Mr. Bicknell said: 
"There is in tbe exhibition the nucleus 
of a strong collection if the wealthy men 
of the West would but interco'. themselves 
in California art work. UnfortUnntely for 
tbe exhibition of the Art Association, the 
walls upon which the pictures were hun^ 
were injurious in color and effect. Judg- 
ing from the pictures hung I presume that 
Califomia has strong native talent, and 
especially do I prefer Keitli's landscapes. 
They are local in tone and color and strong 
in technical handling. 

"In an exhibition so broad in its method 
of arce[]iances tliere must necessarily creep 
in many bad things. Tliere were many 
bad things in this exhibition, but barring 
the reasons that may have influenced the 
hanging committee — and there are reasons 
why the banging committee, being the 
jury, should have oeen broad in the matter 
of acceptances— there were in the exhibi- 
tion evidences of strong work. 

"It seems to me that lor the encourage- 
ment of local art work here some of the 
Kaslern methods should prevail. It would 
not be dillicult, nor would it be expensive, 
to obtain for the Art Association a very 
valuable collection of casts, which would 
enhance the value of an exhibition subse- 
quently made by the Art Association. I 
do not think that it is wise to sacrifice 
(juality to quantity, and it seems to me 
.that this is done by the Art Association in 
i^its spring exhibition." 

The value of this criticism to California 
art is due to the sta nding of the critic, and 
Mr. Bicknell is "struiis;" enough to be a 
competent judge. Ue is a native of Maine, 
and under A. H. Bicknell— a man to whom 
be was in no way related— made his first 
studies in Boston. In 188B be went to 
Paris to study under Bongnerean, Fleniy 
and Kerricr. 

For four years Mr. Bicknell did hard 
work in the Latin quarter and during that 
time proved his ability. In ISJ^i he cxhib- 
it«d in tbe salon "Tbe Old Apple Orchard," 
which was at the time pj-aised very highly 
by Figaro and the art critics ol the Frencli 
citv. In 1893 be exhibited an etching, the 
"Old House at Cbartis," which was one of 
the admittedly cleverest things done by an 
American artist in Paris. 

After his Paris student work Mr. Bicknell 
went through France, Holland and Ger- 
many, stopping a while at Venice and then 

foing back to the south of Kngland. 
hence he returned to America. When be 
came back it was not dlHicult for him to 
find recognition, as is made eviileiit by 
the fact that Boston, New York and I'liila- 
delphia promptly recognized his alulity. 

There arc on the line at tbe National 
Academy of Design to-day three pictures 
by Bicknell and tliere were throe on the 
line at the Boston Art Club e.Thibition, 
wliich has just closed. In the water-color 
exhibition by the Boston Art Club, now 
open, be has al.so a picture on the line. 
His "The Meadows NearChartis" is lined 
in the Philadelphia Art Club to-day. 

".\long the Kiver Oise" is prolmbly one 
of Mr. Bicknell's strongest pictures. It 
was lined at the Columbian Exhibition in 
Chicago, and subsequently at the National 
Academy of Design in New York. 

In person Mr. Bicknell i.s rather tall and 
slender, with dark hair and very light 
mustache. Somehow he dues not strike 
one as a man of artistic tempcrmcnt until 
be begins to talk about the art work of 
other men — ^he seldom talks about his own 
work— then he brightens, and underneath 
the conventional gentleman you lind the 
artist. 

From San Francisco Mr. Bicknell goes to 
Japan, and bia meth^ to be pnrsnea there 
is unlike any American arfist who has 
heretofore done Japanese work. Of course 
be is going at this time of year for the pur- 
pose of reaobing tbe blossom season, but 
Bis general idea is to be. if possible, more 
realistic than heretofore baa been the 
scheme of American artists. ' 

It is possible that he may return to San 
Francisco, in which case there is no doubt 
that many of the local artists will take ad- 
vantage of tbe invitation, which will be 
broadlf axtended, to have a . look at his 
studies. Then it will be the jiroTince of

language "as she is apoke" in ths New 
England States. 

"Fritz in a Madhouse" runs all this 
week at Stoekwell's, after which the thea- 
ter will be closed till its formal opening as 
the Columbia.

Peter Dalley and his clever company are 
still proving a drawing attraction at the 
California Tiie.iter.

Argon and Bacteria. 

A French scientist is making investiga- 
tions reirariliiiL' the part the newly discov- 
ered gas "argon " jilays toward bacteria. 
The new gas which has so long been a part 
of our atmosphere without our knowing it, 
has been combined with oxygen, hydrogen, 
chlorine, phosphorus, sulphur, potassium, 
sodium and many other elements without 
any result. So far as the scientist ciiu as- 
certain, "argon'' has no effect cliciiii';ally 
npon the higher animals. It may, how- 
ever, be necessary to the nourisiunent of 
bacteria, and this is what be proposes to 
find out. 

Supposing "argon" not to he necessary 
to man ana necessary to bacilli, steriliza- 
tion will be rendered much easier and the 
door be opened to all sorts of bacteriologi- 
cal possibilities. — New York World.

The San Joaquin Road Petitions for 
Rioht of Way Into the 
City. 



The az of the solid eight of the Board of 
Snpenrisors was swung yestetday, and 
seven official heads fell in the basket. The 
movement was swift and effective, and the 
meeting of the municipal fathers ad iourned 
amidst confusion. There was a good deal 
of excitement, some serious accusations of 
the corrupt use of power thrown out and 
an ejchanso of caustic insinuations* be- 
tween the rival factions after the members 
had vacated the chamber. 

The iiuestion of removals came up on a 
motion of Supervisor King, seconded by 
Supervisor Wagner, and provided tor the 
dismissal, after May 1, of certain muni- 
cipal employes and the appointment of 
their snocessors. 

It was known that a nefarious combina- 
tion had been made and that some re- 
movals were in contemplation, but it was 
ecarcely believed that the hardy politicians 
of the solid eight would go to the extent of 
displacintr lirst -class officials for the pur- 
pose of giving positions to men who were 
"incomf>etent, or worse. 

The lirst change provided for in the reso- 
lution was that John Enos, the capable 
y^nd vigilant Prosecuting Attorney of Po- 
lice Court Xo. 1 should be deposed, and 
I that Charles A. Forbes should bs ap- 
uwinted his successor. Mr. Enos was at 
None time I,abor Commissioner,' and 
made so excellent a reputation that 
jail who have hela office since 
l^hat time have been compared to him, 
■ those interested wishing that his equal 
might again appear in tliat office. In 
every public trust lie'd by Mr. Knos he 
las discharged his duties faithfully, yet in 
dcliance of the civil service spirit of the 
age, and the ethics of decent politics, Mr. 
Enos was turned down to make way for a 
favorite of the solid eight. 

E. H. Wakeman, who has served the 
city and county well as prosecuting attor- 
ney in Police Court 3, had to give way to 
one Edmund P. Mogan, who boards at 
Supervisor King's hotel. 

Xo cau«e for complaint was found 
against .T. II. Roberts, prosecuting attor- 
ney of Police Court 4, yet without a pre- 
text or cause Mr. Roberts was dismissed. 
William H. Madden was appointed to the 
position. 

These were the three most important 
changes made ay the solid eight in their 
blind effort to bring disgrace upon the 
public service of the city. Other changes 
were made as follows: M. H. Dngan, head 
Janitor new City Hall, successor George L. 
Murdoch; A. J. Sadler, janitor Aoditor's 
and Treasurer's offices, successor Joseph 
Fitzpatrick; J. A. Sullivan, night watch- 
man new City Hall, successor Herman 
Kihn: J. M. Dolan, driver police patrol- 
wagon, successor P. Stevens. 

'•I should like to know the reason for 
these removal:,," said Supervisor Ilobbs, 
pale with indignation, "as no charge for 
incompetency or otherwise has been 
brought against tnese employes. As chair- 
man of the Building Committee I think I 
(should be consulted as to the removal of 
my clerk. It is evidently a combination 
of the three Democrats with five Republi- 
cans against a helpless minority." 

"i call the gentleman's attention to 
the fact, " said Supervisor Dimond, "that 
I am a Democrat and propose to vote 
against the resolution." 

"The gentleman from the First," cried 
Hobbs, shaking lus finger at King, "is a 
Democrat, though be waa elected on the 
Kepublican ticket." 

The solid eight evidently did not intend 
to tl«at their colleagues in a decent or 
proper manner, and so rushed their scheme 
to a conclusion. 

The cry of "question" was raised by 
Wagner, with others in the chorus, and 
the rote was taken with the following re- 
sult: 

Ayes — King. Benjamin, Hirsch, Hughes, 
Dtniker, Mi r^-ensteri), Wagner. 
.N op> - 1 limond, Taylor, Spreckels, Bobbs. 

Sii]ierv:sor Scully excused himself from 
votini.-. thor.2h he has alwavs stood with 
the s.ilMi eight. 

As the roll was being called and as the 
personnel of the detestable "solid eight" 
was disclosed, some one started a ripple of 
derisive handclapi>ing, and it spread 
througliout the meeting chamber, tlie peo- 
ple in the lobby .scoiTing audibly at such 
action by such pothouse politicians and 
ward statesmen. 

I he San Francisco and San Joaquin Val- 
ley P.aihvay <!'oinpany, by Clans Spreckels, 
president, "and Alexander Mackie, secre- 
tary, sent the following oommimication 
asking for a right of way through the city 
as outlined : 

Beginning on the northeast side of Fourth 
street, opposite the junction of Fonrth and Illi- 
nois, ihence acros-^i Fonrth, along Illlnoii to 
the !!ou:hwest side of First avenue sonth, for- 
merly known as Honduras street, P street 
south, formerly known as Bt. John, from the 
southwest side of First avenue to the north 
line of Twelfth avenue sonth ; thence In a gen- 
eral southerly direction across Twelfth avenue 
south. Thirteenth «venae south, Parnassus 
avenue, Latonia street and Thornton avenue to 
Railroad avenue opposite the center line of 
Twenty-first avenue sonth: thence along Rail- 
toad avenue to the north line of Twenty-sixth 
avenue sonth ; thence in a general southerly 
direction onder Tbirty-sixtn avenue sooth. 
Thirty-seventh avenue south. Thirty-eighth 
avenue south. Thirty-ninth avenue south, J 
street to the east line of J street; tbence along 
Evatt street to the county line, with the rights 
to lay, keep and maintain a single or double 
tracks of standard width thereon, and to ope- 
rate thereon a railroad propelled by steam, 
elect r icily or other motive power for the traiis- 
portatMii i f frcirhi and pa.ssengen tot the 
term of fifty ye&ra from date. 

This communication was referred to the 

Committee on Streets. 

The reasons of the Mayor for vetoing 
the l,'hiirch-,'-trert franchise were given in 
the following communication: 

Gentlemen— On Fehrunry 14, 1895, the Mar- 
ket-street Railway Company filed its applica- 
tion for astreet-railway franchise along Church 
Street, commencing at Sixteenth street, at lu 
intersection with Church street, thence run- 
ning along rhurch street to Ridley street, and 
along Kiiilev street to Fillmeie street. 

Till' petition was accompanied by a draft of 
the proposed irunchlse. 

On Marcli 23, 1895, your honorable boanl 
consideri 'l s.ii h fietition, and, in accordance 
with the I^gisiHtive act of March 23, 1893, re- 
solved !y (iBer ilje privilege sought for therein 
lor sale at public auction. 

Thereupon a notice xvas published in the San 
Francisco Daily R(-r«rt, setting Monday, 3:30 
r. April 1.5, 1895, for the reception of bids 
in open session of your honorable board. 

At the dale and place last named the petition 
was finnlly considered by the board, and order 
2858 wfis passsd, tharata acceptiac the bid of 
the applicant and fiantinc the franchise to it 
for $ti05. 

This last order (28S8) Is now befon m» for 
my approval'as Mayor, according to the con- 
solidation act.

our fundamental law, declares In substance as 
follows: Kvery ordinance or resolution of the 
Board ot Supervisors providing lor "the grant- 
ing of anv privilege" shall, after Its introdnc- 
tioB- be published ioT Ave (5) days and 
after its passage "shall, before it tokes 
effect, be presented to the president 
of the board for his approval. If 
he approves, he shall sign it; u not, he shall, 
within ten (10) davs, return It to the board 
with hit, olijectMiis in writing.'' 

On April 17th limt. a request was made by 
me to 11.111. .lolm A. Russell, clerk of this board, 
for a copy of said order 2858. 

Thereafter ((implying with my request he 
has forwarded me a copv of the Kame. 

This order thus sent me on its face purports 
to grant a iirivilege over certain public streets 
In tlii> ciiv to a rorporatioii. 

It therefore bcrnims a subject for the cog- 
nizance of the .Mayor and lii^ apiiroval is essen- 
tial lo its validit.v. 

The Legislative act of March 23. ISO:!, is 
merely a mandate of the law commanding that 
franchises shall be sold instead of being sub- 
ject to the mere caprice of the grantiag au- 
thority. 

Tin re Is nothing in Its language or In Its 
spin! to take away from the Mayor his power 
or respon.'lbility over the disposition of munic- 
ipal ^ranchi^c^. 

Hence, as oU these proceedings have occurred 
while 1 pri-«i.l( d over tlie board and are within 
mv knowleili; and us the law imposes on me 
the dutv oi :o tioii in relation to this order, the 
same has been diilv considered and my assent 
thereto is w iihheld. 

The niiinicipaUty on October 3, 18!t3, pa-ssed 
order 9240, declawng the conditions ••on 
which railroad franchises may be granted in 
this city." 

These conditions are set out in ten sections, 
which are supposed to contain all things neces- 
sary to be observed and complied with on the 
one hand by the grantors ol the franchise, and 
on the other by the parties in whose favor the 
grant is made. 

Section 1 of order U240 specifies the fran- 
chlSJ to exist lOr a definite number of years, 
hut the franchise under consideration states 
that the term shall run coequal with the terms 
of some franchise owned by the Market-street 
Railroad Company. 

Section 2 provides that the road maybe 
operated by various means, but that, prior lo 
electricity being used, the consent of the Board 
of Supervisors shall first be obtained. Order 
2858 (the present franchise) quotes sections of 
the general law about constructing and repair- 
ing tracks, and which are more clearly set 
forth in sections 3 and 6, but leaves out as of 
no ImporMnce the portion of section 2 above 
quoted. . , , 

Section 3 of order 9240 defines the methods 
of operatltig roads according to various means 
of propulsion ; it specifies that for cable roads 
the width of the slot shall be three-fourths of 
an Inch, and refers again to that portion of 
section 2 Hiving the Hoard of Supervisors au- 
thority, alter the granting of the franchise, to 
erect poles nloiir the route. 

This part is ignored and omitted In section 3' 
of thi> iraiichisc and the width of the slot is In- 
cn'ased to seven-eiehths of an inch. 

Section 8 of order 9240 spceiiies that the 
rights conveyed are (first) subjeoi to the gen- 
eral laws now in force, or snob other laws and 
regnlations as may hereafter be made; (sec- 
ond) that yearly statements shall be made and 
2 per cent of the gross receiptfi shall be paid to 
the credit of the .-^treet Department fnnd; 
(third) that !HO,000 must be expended within 
one year on construction, etc., after the pas- 
sage.'; the order; (fourth) and the construc- 
tion o: the road ik- completed within three 
years from and after the passage of the order, 
the ears to be run at specified intervals, also 
specifying the liability of the company for sut>- 
sequent street improvements. This franchise 
or order 2858 ignores items 1, 2, 3 and 4, and 
quotes a portion of the general laws regarding 
paving, etc., between the tracks, unless other- 
wise ordered by the Board of Supervisors. 

Section 5 of order 9240 authorizes the au- 
thorities to pave or sewer, but so as not to ob- 
struct the free passage of the cars. Omitted in 
this franchise. 

Section 6 of order 9240 says it shall not t>c 
lawful to run cars at more than eight miles per 
hour. Section 6 of this franchise says nothing 
about rale of speed, but requires the company 
to file a promise to permit mail-carriers to ride 
free. 

Section 7 specifies the rate of tax per car. 
Kot mentioned in this franchise. 

Section 8 says work to be commenced within 
one year from passage of order, and to be com- 
pleted within eighteen months theieaftcr. 
This franchise is silent on this point. 

Section 9 requires that bonds be filed to 
guarantee the carrying out of the terms of the 
Iraucblse. This franchise exacts no bonds. 

Section 10 requires materials necessary in 
the construi'tion of the road 10 be of California 
mauui'aeture, but this franchise is silent on 
that point. 

It is shown above, this franchise, as granted, 

does either not embrace the conditions re- 
quired by law, or does contain them In an 
altered form. 

lieiore the passaee of this framhiso the 
agents III the >inrl,>-t sirrei rnin]^any lia-i lorei- 
bly seized the Mo< i,s euii.raeed within the 
grant and, through its agents, in the midnight 
hour, tore vp the pavement and oommenced 
laying its track until stopped by the author- 
ities. 

The burglar who enters your house at night 
and abstracts your jiroji^^rty cannot escape 
punishment by coming into court and olTering 
to pay for the stolen property, nor stii.iiM a cor- 
poration which has committed grand larceny 
be permitted to come before the Itoard of Su- 
pervi.-ors and offer to pay tor a pru iiei;,- which 
It had unlawfully apnroprlaieil b- foreiniinl. 

The street should first have b^en r> sroreil to 
its original condition., aiol ihen, if a fran- 
chise was asked, it shc.uid, under thi se circum- 
stances, have been refu-ed. or if granted at all 
should have contained all the legal restrictions 
set forth in order 9240; but under no circuin- 
stances should a franchise have pa.ssed ver- 
batim as submitted by .1. L. \Villcutt, secretary 
of the Market-street Railway Tompanv, and 
enclosed in his letter to the board dated I'ebru- 
ary 14, 189.5, and drawn up by the shrewd law- 
yers of the law department of'the Southern Pa- 
cific of Kentucky, leaving out nearly all the re- 
strictions imposed by law and by the regula- 
tions of your honorable board. 

P or the above reasons. I, as president of (his 
board, object to order 2858 and hereby veto 
the same.

Taylor moved that the veto take the 
regular course, and Wagner moved an 
amendment to have it placed on file. 
Taylor explained that it was unusual to 

E lace vetoes on tile. Wagner insisted on 
is amendment, which was carried by a 
vote of eight to four. 

Relative to the action of the laeit Legisla- 
tnre in repealintr the revenue law of lh73-74 
providing for tne collection of taxes for 
city and coiinty purposes between the sec- 
onil Monday of July and the first Monday 
of August, extending the time of collect- 
ing taxes to the lirst Monday in October, 
thus iirechiding the jios.sibility of pay- 
ing municinul Indebtedness for tlie 
lirst four ' months of the fiscal 
year, as heretofore. City and County 
Attorney Creswell wrote to the effect 
that the new act, dated March 28, 
l&DS, unmistakably repealed the old one, 
and the law must be enforced and obeyed. 
He held that if any derangement of the 
municipal finances should result from this 
action of the Legislature the responsibility 
must rest with the lawmakers. The As- 
sessor bad commenced making assess- 
ments of personal property uiKier the act 
of 1873-74 prior to its repeal. According to 
the old law the expenses of the government 
of the city for the first few months of the 
fiscal year were paid as they accnied from 
the taxes collected from July to August. 
The communication was referred to the 
Judiciary Committee. 

City and County Attorney Creswell gave 
an elaborate opinion on the much-dis- 
cussed water question in answer to ipies- 
tions propounded by the Water Committee. 
After the reading of the opinion, which is 
appended in condensed form, it was re- 
ferred to the committee now struggling 
with the water rate : 

Question— Has the Boord of Supervisors the 
power to provide tor and create a water fund 
for the sole and only purpose of paying de- 
mands for water supplied lor municipal pur- 
poses? 

Answer— The power to gather revenues and 
divide them into separate funds was granted 
by tbe consolidation act and acts amendatory 
thereof and supplemental thereto. These acts 
name tbe fnnds that shall be created and hnw 
tbe money iu eiTeh shall be used. A water 
fund or a hydrant fund is not one ot the funds 
created by these acts. The Board of Supervis- 
ors can only do what these acts give it the 
right to do. Tbe right to create such a fund 
not having been given no i«wer exists for the 
creation of such a fund. 

Question— What is the effi etof section (! of 
the act of Mareh 7, lMr<l , wherein it provides 
for the establi^luiieii! of equal and uniform 
water rates, and in that connection whether or 
not the provl-iiion of section 10 of ilesoliition 
No. 10,049 (third scries Municipal Reports 
189,1-H4, appendix, page 1 11 ) wherein a sIMiug 
seale of water rates Is fixed, based on the 
amount of water used, is eiiual and uniform, 
also w hether under section 1, article XIV, of 
the constitution of this State tbe ilioard has 
the power to fix water rales without regard to 
Ihe provisions of section (i of said act as afore- 
said. 

An.swer— The eO'ect of section « of the act ot 
March 7. 1881, is to prevent consumers of 
water being ehargeil different rates. Section 
10 of Resolution No. 10,041) provides an equal 
and uniform water rate. Rates are eijual and 
uniform when every one using the samfl quan- 
tity of water under like conditions is charged 
the same. The constitutions of most i.l the 
Slates require thai taxation shall be equal and 
uniform, it has always been held that this 
prortslon "does not inhibit the Legislature 
bom, not deprive it el, dlvldiiig the «>]ecte ot. 



taxation into classes, but only commands it to 
impose tbe same borden npoa all.' in Uie same 
class. (Case of City and County of Bacramento 
vs. Charles Crocker, 16 Cel., 123.) ^ , 

The objection cannot now be nrged that 
meter races and house rates, when different, 
are not fixed as the constitatlon requires is 
because the Supreme Court in the ease of the 
Spring Valley Water Works vs. the City aiid 
County of San Francisco, decided In 1890, held 
that the rates might be different in such cases. 

Section 6 ol tbe act of 1881 is constitutional. 
The Supreme Court decided that "water rates 
mtist be Hzed by the Board of Bapervisors pur- 
suant to the premises ot the act of 1881." 

The Finance Committee presented an 
elaborate report on the condition of the 
finances of the city, and reijucsting the 
City and County Attorney to petition the 
Supreme Court for relief. This action was 
based on the declaration of the contractors 
furnishing the city with supplies and ma- 
terial, to the effect that they will cease fur- 
nishing the same after April 30 unless pro- 
vision i.s made for their payment. The 
opinion of the City and Ciuinty .-Mtorncy 
relative to tiic decisions of the Supreme 
Court, to the effect that ail liabilities in- 
curred and required to support the govern- 
ment must be met by the revenue pro- 
vided for that year, and that all expendi- 
tuR s in excess thereof are illegal and can- 
not be paid out of the funds of any suc- 
ceeding year, was recited at great length. 
Continuing, the report said: 

There will be a deflcienev of about $350,000, 
of which .f 140,000 is for salaries carried for- 
ward from the preceding fiseal year, the sal- 
aries for June of that year lieing iiald out of 
the revenues for the 'year. The delieiency 
proper for this year will BttKregale in addition 
about $210,<.H>0'. This, wltli the deliciency of 
;ji210.0<)0 of former years will make a ^rand tti- 
talof about .fjOO.CWHl, all of which, with the 
exception of salaries of .f 140,000 noted, and 
expense of the board of election i.Tunnil'^sioners 
for the last two preceding elections of lii207,- 
OOO, are for material and suppUes required for 
the conduct and maintenance of the publle In- 
stitutions. 

Our merchants, annoyed and subjected to 
great loss and Inconvenience, have determined 
that the inunicipalily shall not be maintained 
by their goods, wares and merchandise unless 
their deiiinnds for the same are recognized as 
valid claims against Ihe city and county and 
are therefore compeUe'l. ns they are expected 
lo know the law and c-ndition of the treasury, 
to refuse to furnish auy supplies after the 30th 
day of this month. 

The report concluded by urging the 
necessity of immediate action, and a reso- 
lution was adopted to the effect that it is 
the duty of the board to take all means in 
its power to prevent such an unfortunate 
condition, imperiling the maintenance of 
our government; also that tbe City and 
County -\ttorncy be requested to take such 
proceedings as majr l>e required to bring 
about a speedy decisien as to whether de- 
mands for material can be allowed and 
payment ])rovided for in the levy of the 
succeeding year; also to represent to the 
Supreme Court the necessity of obtaining a 
decision in the matter on or before April 
30, as after that daie no suppUes will be 
furnished. 

The following petitions were r efe rred to 
the Committee on Streets: 

Property-owners on Broderick street pro- 
tested against the jjrading of that tnor- 
ouchfare. between I nion and Filbert and 
Filbert and Greenwich streets, and proi>- 
erty-owners on View avenue, between 
Tw'enty-first and Elizabeth streets, pro- 
tested against tbe remacadamizing of the 
avenue. Property-owners on Cherry street, 
between Washington and Jacksm. jieti- 
tioncd for sewer connections, and L. Andre 
called attention to the dangerous condi- 
tion of Stockton street, between Post and 
Sutter. A petition from property-owners 
on O'Farrell street, between Scott and 
Devisadero, protested against the manner 
in which tbe Market-street Il.iilwav r.on- 
jiany laid its rails on this strev t. lialawin 
& Hammond tendered a deed from the 
Crocker Estate Company to the city and 
county for certain iiroperty on Beulah 
street, to be dedicated for the purrioses of 

Jmblic thoroughfares; other i>etition.s re- 
erred to the regrading of Leavenworth 
street; release of contract for paving Brod- 
erick street, between Post and Gearv ; re- 
moval of a house that olistructs tvnch 
street, between Leavenworlli and HvJe. 

A resolution was adopted whereliy the 
Mayor as ez -officio president of the ixiard 
was relieved of the labor of certifying by 
his signature as each bill passed by the 
boanl tiie fact of the luis^age so that the 
Auditor and Treasurer may be advised of 
its passage be repealed. 

Supervisoi Hii^ch introduced a new ordi- 
nance to regulate the speed of streetcars 
during certain hours on certain streets. 

It provided that no street railroad 
car shall be propelled on Califor- 
nia street between Kearny and Mar- 
ket; Clay street, between East and 
Kcirnv: Howard street, between Seventli 
and I'ast : Jackson street, Ijctween East 
and Montgomery; Keanvv' street, between 
Market and North and East streets ; Mis- 
sion street, between Seventh and East; 
Montgomery avenue, between I'nioii and 
Montiromory streets; Polk street, between 
Post and California ; Post street, between 
Dnpoiit and Market; Sacramento street, 
between Kearny and Market ; .Sutter street, 
between Diipunt and Market; Third, 
between Market and Folsom ; Washington 
street, between Montgomery and East; at 
a higher rate of speed than six miles an 
hour, between 4 o'clock and 7, o'clock p. m. ; 
also that all franchises hereafter granted 
must come under this law. The penalty for 
violation of the order is a fine of not ex- 
ceeding f'lOO or imprisonment notezceed- 
ing three months. 

The resolution was referred to t&e Health 
and Police Committee. 

A resolution was introdnced by Super- 
visor Dimond in regard tothe orde"r, which 
reiiuires all street railroad companies to 
adopt and place a buffer or appliance to 
dummies of street railroad cars to prevent 
loss of life, as iinivMed in order 2072 of the 
board. Under thi" '.irder it is provided that 
no streetcars slioukl Ijc operated unless 
each car witli dummy attached be 
provided with a suitable buffer t<) remove 
obstacles from the track. The guards now 
in use were approved by the Health and 
Police Committee. 

Mr. Diinond's resolution called for a re- 
consideration of the order, as the buffers 
so adopted have not been effective; also 
that the attention of the railro,id company 
be called to the provision of the oriler, and 
that they be reipiired within thirty days to 
tile with the board a photograph or plail and 
description of the buffer proposed to be 
tised, which will be required to push and 
pull any person or obstruction on the track 
on one side thereof, and on approval by 
the board oi tlie buffer to put the same 
into use within sixty days. 

A resolution was introduced by Super- 
visor Spreckels that AdoIi)h Sutro be 
granted permissioti to use wooden poles 
and wires on California street froiii Central 
avenue and Williamson street for the Sutro 
electric railroad to the ocean beach. In 
the original franchise it waa stipulated 
that iron poles should be used, but upon 
iiuicliasiiij; the ones that had been erected 
by the >Ijirket-street Railway Company 
Mr. Sntio want^ permission to use them. 
The resolntion was adopted. 

Bids were ooencd for the printing of the 
dclidqnent tax lists. There were three 
bidders— the Bulletin, Post and Report. 
The bid of the Bulletin was 13 2-5 cents, 
the Post 10 cents and the Report 13 cents. 
The matter was referred to the Printing 
Committee. 

When the bituminous-rock ordinance, 
in which it was represented there was a 
"job" in behalf of the Southern Pa- 
cific Company, and the passage of the 
same over the Mayor's veto, came up, Su- 
pervisor Hobbs moved that it be passed. 

Supervisor Hughes thought the order 
was not properly drawn and he was of the 
opinion that the Mayor had made some 
sensible suggestions which would bcAr 
looking into. 

There was a slight misunderstanding as 
to Mr. Hobbs' motion at lirst, and an ex- 
planation bad to be made as to how the 
vote should be cast. 

After matters had been explained a vote 
was taken, with the result that the veto 
was sustained. The "solid eight" recog- 
nized the fact that they lacked a vote, and 
so fell in line gracefully. 

The Market-street Railway Company in- 
vited tbe Hoard of Supervisors to examine 
the new wire guard for street railroad cars 
which would lie on exhibition to-day. 

Colonel 6. H. Mendell presented a de- 
mand for the payment of his services as a 
member of the board to devise and provide 
a system ol sewera:;e for thecity.

That His Wlfs Was 
Drowned. 



Mrs. G. W. For.syth, the young woman 
who mysteriously disappeared recently, 
has not been fonnd either in San Jose or 
Watsonville, as variously reported. 8be is 
still missing, and her husband still sticks 
to his belief that she is held down by rocks 
or some other obstruction beneath the 
ocean waves. 

The woman who was taken for Mrs. For- 
syth in Watsonville and in the Garden 
City proved to beijuite a different person — 
a Mrs. M. H. Moore, who lives at 11?M 
Ellis street, in this city. Mrs. Moore went 
down to Santa Cruz County on some pri- 
vate business and suddenly became the 
victim of most extraordinary circum- 
stances. Telegrams flashed all around 
her, all the country folk heard 
of her — as Mrs. Forsyth, of course— 
and everywhere she went she was 
an object of curiosity. Sheriffs and 
constables were at her heels with all kinds 
of scrutinizing glances, and after such an 
experience she was glad to be boihe again 
last evening. 

"I was angry at first, but it made me 
mad," said she, "the way I was annoyed. 
When I went into one town and left my 
horse at the bam the hotel proprietor 
came to me with a serioos face. 

" 'They want yoti,' he said, shaking his 
head. 

•'Then he told me that I was Mrs. For- 
syth and had run away from my hnsband. 

1 said my name was not Forsyth, Out 
Mooru, anil told bini there must be a mis- 
take. But the whole town was out to see 
me— men, women and children. There 
was a telegram before me in Wat- 
sonville. It read, '.\rrest her re- 
gardless of expense.' I rejgistcred 
my right name at the hotels, but the 
sheriff, or constable, or whoever he was, 
woilld insist that I was Mrs. Forsyth. The 
story was started that I was looking for my 
runaway husband and he asked int about 
it. I told them my husband died in St, 
Louis two years ago and I was a widow, 
but he was not satisfied. One time I was 
Mrs. Forsyth, running awav from her 
husband, and the next thing I was search- 
ing for my contract husbami! I came back 
to the city and the first thing I did was to 
call on Mr. Forsyth. 
"He told me he did not send the tele- 

frara to arrest me at Wat^miville and 
new nothing of what had taken place to 
annoy me so much." 

The missing woman is not 21 years of 
age, while Mrs. Moore says she is 28. 
'i Here is a slight resemblance in their 
faces, though tbe full face of Mrs. Forsyth, 
w nicli did not happen to^ be photographed 
for tile country otlicers, bears no resem- 
blance to that of Mrs. Moore. 

G. W. Forsyth, the disconsolate hus- 
band, was only too glad last night to be 
able to stale that it was not his wife who 
had been found in I lie cuuntry, for he still 
places absolute faith in her loyalty to him, 
and it was a great relief to know that she 
had not run away. 

"I am convinced that my wife is 
drowned, and is caught somewhere l y the 
rocks or spikes of some lumber iu the wa- 
ter. I traveled all along the main shore 
looking for her body, and searched the 
Golden Gate and ocean bcaclu The li<rht- 
houbc kceper told me she could not wash 
out to sea, and might be found on the 
Berkeley shore. 

"She was not a member of Emmanuel 
Church,and I don't think she was evei there. 
She attended the l irst Baptist church on 
Eddy street probably a (lo/cn times, but 
waa not a member of the congregation. 
Jly wife was a Methodist and used to go 
to'Mr. Filbcn's church on California street, 
I don't e.xpect to ever see heralite. I'm 
sure she is dead."

Ship-Owners Talce an Active 
Hand in the Sailors' 
Strike.

Pope & Talbot and MIghell to Join 
Issues With the Asso- 
ciation. 



The strike of the Sailors' Union is neariy 
at an end, and if it is not concluded 
shortly it will not be the fault of the ship- 
owners. A movement was begun yester- 
day by the shipowners, totally irrespective 
of the association, which promises to bring 
the conflict to a crisis. It may be, too, 
that the movement bodes no good for the 
Shipowners' Association as it is, and there 
will probably be a change in that organi- 
zation within a very few days. 

The American ship Sterling, bonnd for 
Philadelphia, obtained a crew last Friday 
and all arrangements were completed for 
the sailing of the vessel yesteruay. The 
crew had signed regularly enough, but 
when it came to going to sea the sailors 
thought that they could escape the duties 
of a voyage and still hold the advance of 
J15 a man. The men, under the guid- 
ance of the counsels of the union, 
claimed that the vessel was going 
on a coasting voyage, inasmucn as 
she was going to ruake a stop on the 
Sound. Tliey further held that as they 
had been paid an advance of |15 each the 
owners of tne vessel had violated the ship- 
ping laws of Uncle Sam, and therefore they 
were not only entitled to come ashore, but 
were also entitled to damages from. the 
sWp. 

^e Sterling's owners took the matter to 
the United States District Attorney, who 

telegraphed to Attornsy-Genernl Olney. 
Yesterday afternoon a dispatch was re- 
ceived from Olney saying that the trip of 
the Sterling was a continuous one, and 
thot the advance was perfectly legitimate. 
But the crew had deserted ana there was 
no way of getting them back. 

Two firms have held out from joining 
the association. They are Pope & Talbot 
and Mighell & Burdrow. 'They handle 
more sailors than all the shipping firms 

SUt together outside of Goodail, Perkins 
; Co., and their action means much to the 
Sailors' Union and to the Shipowners' 
Association. It was rumored yesterday 
that both had put all their ships into the 
association. There was an "if, however, 
in the contract, and that "if" was John 
Cane, the shipping agent— the man who 
shot the union sailor on Friday night. 

Pope <fe Talbot have been among the 
greatest friends the union has had" but 
the last act of Secretary Furuseth did not 
suit the firm and from the inception of the 
strike they have hired non-union men 
through tbe agency of Cane. 

Mignell has had Cane in his employ 
since the strike of two years ago, and Cane 
has ahvay- found men for his snips. 
While .Mr. Mighell is a director of ihc 
Shipowners' Association, he has only one 
ship in the organization, and lie is tli" 
managing owner of at least a dozen. If he 
and I'ope and Talbot go into the assoi ia- 
tioii, it will mean an addition of at least 
$3<X) a month to the dues of the organiza- 
tion. They will only go in on the condi- 
tion of Cane supplying their vessels with 
men, and this means a change in the per- 
sonnel of the ollice. Tiie I'-hipowners' .As- 
sociation, through its directors, has not 
yet accedied to the demand, bnt it is said 
that the two firms will come very near 
carrying their jioint.

Heirs of Jobn T. Hop* Vaat T. W. 
Moore to Make aa Aaeoantlac. 

Application was made yesterday to 
Jndge CJoffey for a peremptory order com- 
manding Thomas W. Moore to appear in 
court and render an accounting of moneys 
collected by him belonging to the estate of 
John T. Hope. , 

The case is peculiar in the fsei that 
Moore owns a five-sixth interest in a piece 
of property at the southeast corner of 
Goiiiih ami O'Farrell streets, valued at 
JlO.CH"). it is a dwelling-house at present 
occupied by Hans H. Kohler, and the 
the statement is made to the court that 
Moore has been collecting the rent from 
the tenant and withholding the portion 
due the Hope heirs. Moore nas stated he 
had only rented ids portion, five-sixths, 
of the property, and that the balance was 
vacant. 

Under the advice of the attorneys in the 
case the Hope heirs sent two colored 
janitors and an employe of a Chinese 
laundry to the house with orders to make 
that their place of abode. Tbe three went 
to the house, bnt Moore refused to allow 
them to enter, and stated the entire 
premises had been rented to Mr. Kohler. 

In addition to that, Moore hfts stated 
that the moneys collected from the 
property have been paid out by him for 
street work and repairs on the building. 
Suits have been entered airainst the one- 
sixth interest of the Hope estate for street 
work and painting of the building. 

On these grounds they ask that Mr. 
Moore be compelled to make an accotmt- 
ing.

Bev. Mr. Fllben reported that the com- 
mittee to whom \va^ referred the matter of 
levying an assessment had decided tliat it 
was impracticable to levy one at this time, 
but suggested the appointment of a finance 
commitlee to raise funds to carry on the 
work of the federation. 

The chair named the following as the 
finance committee: E. R. Dille, C. C. Ter- 
riii, H. M. Bevier, J. Cumming Smith, I>. 
Gilbert Dexter, Thomas Filben, Qeorge T. 
Gaden, M. P. Boynton and Chairraan 
Truman. 

Rev. Mr. Dilie suggested that the feder- 
ation ought to issue a folder in which 
should be set forth the objects of the asso- 
ciation, and that such a document would 
be of much value when the tinam e com- 
mittee called upon citizens for assistance. 

Mr. Terrill said that the printing of these 
folders would involve expense, and that 
he was opposed to contracting any more 
debts until fonner oUigstidns bad bees 
met. 

Bev. Mr. Filben was of the opinion that 
the cost of printing would be small, and as 
it would be one method of raising means 
to meet debts pending, itshould be aathoi- 

ized. 

It was after some further discussion de- 
cided to print the folder of information, 
and H. N. Bevier, George T. Gaden, M. 
S. Woudhams and J. K. Jones were named 
as a committee to prepare it. 

John M. Reynolds, who was appointed 
ara previous meeting to inquire into the 
killing of persons by streetcars, reported 
that he had made a careful study of the 
subject. He then read order 2072, which 
prosiJus that all streetcars shall be pro- 
vided with fenders of a triangular shape, 
and that such should not be more than 
one and one-half inches above the track. 
He said that he had visited the Board of 
.Supervisors and found that the jiattorn 
used by the Market-street line was the one 
generally approved. At Market and Third 
streets he took Uie number and measnieof 
fenders of forty cars and found that not 
one had a fender in compliance with the 
law. 

He called on the Mayor and requested 
him to have the ordinance enforced. He 
also wrote a letter to the Sfayor and one to 
the Grand Jury on the subject. Heat- 
tended the inijuest over the body of Eugene 
H. Langford, killed by an electric-car on 
Kearny street, and|fumished a list of ques- 
tions to ask of witnesses in order to estab- 
lish the fact that the cars did not have 
proper fenders. 

In conclusion Mr. Reynolds said that the 
motormanhad been charged with man- 
slaughter and that be had asked the Oiand 
Jurv that an indictment be presented 
against H. E. Huntinjjton, W. L. Willcutt 
and T. H. Vining of tlie railroad company 
tor gross negligence iu failing to provide 
means on their cars to prevent life from 
being crushed out of liuman beings. He 
said that if the (jr:inii Jury did not act 
some one should take steps to have these 
persons prosecuted. Ue said he also asked 
the Grand Jury to cite the Mayor and the 
Chief of Police to explain why they did not 
have the law about fenders enforced. 

Mr. Reynolds' action was indorsed and 
the report referred to the committee on 
enforcement of laws with txiwer to act. It 
was further added that the committee 
should push tha natter with the ntmost 

vigor. 

ilr. Terrill said the federation should do 
something to compel the authoriti-s to 
have the cars construct triangular fi nd- 
ers, as required by the ordinance. 
Such, he said, would turn people who 
niieht fiill in from of a car to one side. 
They miglit injure, but would not kill. 

Chairman Truman said that he bad been 
summoned before the Grand Jury and ex- 
plained the danger of streetcars.

<6n a charge of violating the bicycle ordi- 
iiance in not carryng laiite ms. They had 
started from San .Torte at an hour which 
AvuuM ti.ive, ruuler ordinary cirL-um?tances, 
brought them to Oakland In daylight, but 
the.bad roads hod so delayed them that it 
was 9 o'clock before they reached East 
Oakland. 

They explained these circumstances to 
the otlicer. but he told them that his orders 
■yi6n strict to arrest all cyclists riding with- 
out lanterns after dark and sent them to 

the station. 

He hail ^carl■eiy resumed bis beat wben 
C. 1^. " iilUrt came along from San Jose 
without a lantern and was taken into cus- 
toay. The otticer took his bail. $5, and 
permitted him to go, at the same time 
telephoning the fact of the arrest with the 
Some of the prisoner to headquarters at the 
City Hali. 

He was instructed to release Gilbert and 
return his bail. liill)ert had gone to catch 
a car to ride home and avoid further 
trouble, but was overtaken by the police- 
man and handed his f5, at the Mune time 
being told that he need not shoTT up in the 
Police Court.

C. B. Fulton, Alias Whitney, Arrested 
on Four Chargres of Grand 
Larceny. 



C. B. Fulton, alias Frank Whitney, an 
operatic singer, wants it understood that 
he is the victim of one woman's Jealotuy 
and of auDther woman's h.-ite. 

He was arrpsled a few days ago on four 
charges of grand larceny, the complaining 
witness being Mrs. A. 8. Berger, 7 Lilac 
avenue. He roomed in the house of Mrs. 
Berger and was on very intimate t^rma 
with the family, so much so that Berger 
commenced a suit for divorce against his 
wife, which was afterward withdrawn. 

Fnlton, since 1K8H, has known Mrs. 
Laura de Hull, who has a breach of prom- 
ise suit pending in the Fresno courts 
against Lucius Eaeerly, a raisin-grower, in 
which she claims $50,000 damages. Fulton 
a'.lfges that Mrs. de Hull is at tbe Ooitdin 
of bis trr>:ililes. 

When the cases against him were called 
in Judge Ix>w's court yesteiday he n- 
counted a portion of Mrs. de Hull's past 
history. He said she was connected with 
the famous Crouch mui'der cast? in Michi- 
gan, and that she had been the keeper of 
houses of ill fame in Detroit, Mich., and in 
Indianapolis, Ind. 

For some years he lost trace of her till 
on last Thanksgiving day while he was 
walking along Market street with Mrs. 
Berger he met her face to face. She spoke 
to him, and he introduced her to Mrs. 
Berger. Since then she has been poison- 
ing Mrs. Berger's mind against blm,which 
bad led to his arrest. 

Knowing Mrs. de Hull's past history, 
Kdgerly had offered him |iOOOto testifv in 
his favor in tbe breach-of-promise suit, 
and Mrs. de Hull having ascertained that 
fact had cffered him |280 cash down to go 
to New York, and $7.50 more after she pro- 
cured a verdict in her favor. 

He blamed Mrs. de Hull for instig,ating 
the Bergera to have him arrested ahd for 
keeping them from withdrawing the 
charges. 

After hearing the evidence tbe Judge re- 
duced the cliarges to ptty larceny. Ful- 
ton was then advised that if he would 
plead guilty to one charge the other three 
would be withdrawn.

Professor Herron addressed the Presby- 
terian ministers yesterday morning on 
"Social Regeneration." Pale and ascetic- 
looking, tbe lecturer gave his remarks with 

such intense earnestness and conviction 
that tlmse of iiis hearers who found some- 
thing visionary in his beliefs apiilauded 
the speaker, and those among the audience 
who belong to Professor Herron"s follow- 
ing grew more enthusiastic than ever over 
his interpretation of applied Christianity. 

"The significant fact of this time is that 
what I should call society is under a pro- 
found convietifln of sin. Society is asking 
what it can do to be saved; what it can do 
toaay* itself from the socnal min that 
threatens. The air is full of social solvents 
and all of them, even the wildest theories 
advanced, are portents of the times. We 
are asking for the man who shall offer us 
a complete social programme, but in the 
meantime we propose to wait, though I do 
not thins Ood does, till the path is marked 
out for us." 

The lecturer then said that in his belief 
no man would ! e likely to arise and mark 
out for society a new social system by 
which the present social evils might be 
suddenly swept away. 

The new sm ial temple will not be built 
by political hammer and saw. What we 
must have is a political revival of relig- 
ion. This is the day when social science is 
a most alluring study, and yet salvation 
will not come through a science of sih iety. 
About all that sociology is having to do 
with advancement is to give undue prom- 
inence to minor incidents. 

Professor Herron then drew attention to 
the secular tendencies of the age, remark- 
ing that it was a strange thing that an 
atheistic condition of things shmild receive 
tbe support of a supreme religious conserv- 
atism, and that on the other hand every 
effort to put Christ into the lead should he 
ignored by religious conservatives. 

Speaking of sociology, the study of so- 
ciety as a whole. Professor Herron said it 
was really remarkable that "the more nn- 
solvable we make the problem, the more 
scientific we seem to think we arc becom- 
ing." The old alchemists scarcely tried to 
hedge their knowledge round with more 
mystery than do the modem sociologists. 
Then he urged the study and practice of 
sociology from a Christian standpoint: 
"If the ultimate sociai movement falls in- 
to the hands of the anarchists or the dem- 
agogue, it is the fault of us Christians who 
have not been willing to give Christ his 
place in the social movement. It is simply 
ignorance to say that the teachings of 
Jesus are unsuitable tn a system of society 
which be came to teach only. His teach- 
inirs were not in the air, but on the earth." 

The lecturer then spoke of religious 
movements, declaring it to be his convic- 
tion that history never rejwats itself. The 
great reformers and prophets of the past 
had done their work; mankind in tbe 
present age must not sigh for their return, 
for they would not come. "God wants 
no mure Elijah- nor Jeremiahs, but men, 
biwiiun Men, without prejudice, without 
even what Carlisle wolidd call 'righteous 
eccentricities.' " 

Sfienking of political reforms, Professor 
Herron sbtted that he was himself an ad- 
vocate of tin reform called socialistic, and 
he stated a few of the doctrines of that 
body, such .is that G o Tem m ent. U it must 
bestow monopolies, sbonid charge for 
them and make itself self-supporting. 

"I do not call these things socialism," 
he said ; "they are according to the teach- 
ing ol our religion, and the time has gone 
by when we can profess Christianity and 
drawback when the time comes for put- 
ting them into practi< e." 

After expressing the opinion that modern 
civilization was little more Christian in 
spirit than the civilized heathendoms of 
antiquity he added : "But t!ie time is t'oing 
by when we can profess Jesus in our 
churches and then go out into the world 
and be covetous and greedy. Friends, I do 
not Ijelieve that the devil knows better how 
to rule the world than God Almighty. I 
do not believe that the law of comi ' tition 
is better than the law of Christ. We are 

Sntting Christ to shame by our religious 
ilettantism. The question is whether the 
teachings of Jesus were mere mystical, im- 
practieai'ie tt-achinps or whether he was 
honest and meant what he said. The time 
has come to answer this. 
"When we estimate things at all we esti- 
ate them by their dollars worth, and not 
< lirist-worth. T.he churches have 
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run footraces up the fashionable avenues 
to get where the money was. This spirit 
of ours is responsible for the slums. When 
I get a little more money, a little more 
culture tlian the others, shall I go oft into 
better surroniiaings, instead of trying to 
rai-e those aruiind me? 

■ I'hi- c'luntry has toiled for wealth. We 
have got 11, and yet it is nut exaggerated 
to say that one-half the population of the 
United States is anxious where bread is to 
come f rum. You have no idea how legis- 
lation is bought and sold by this wealth. 
It is an awful crime for you and me to hear 
Christ's name and yet to be silent before 
these wrongs for the sake of peace in our 
1 hurches, (jr a:iywhere else." 

i)r. Herron's reni.irks were not discussed 
by the body of ministers present, but a 
rising vote of thanks was passed. 

The Congregational Club was addressed 
yr-.tcr'!ay afteriioon by Dr. McI,K5an of 
(lak lund (111 "The Province of the Seer." 
Although Professor Herron's name was not 
mentioned by the doctor it was an under- 
stood thing among the hearers that the 
jiuper was in a scn'*e a justilication of the 
profes.-or id ai.i.iied ('lirislianily. 

Dr. Mrlrf>an drew attention to the state- 
ment in Proverbs that "when there is no 
vision the people perish," and he added 
that half the ]iei>p!e had better die off than 
let the whole die, if the American nation 
only happened to possess one seer. "The 
seer is God's appointment for any age or 
nation. Where there is no vision the peo- 
ple cast off restraint, as they are doing to- 
day. It seems to me wo ought to reflect 
lxd<ire we cast stones at any one who is a 
half-accredited seer." 

Dr. Mcl.iean de.'icribed a seer as a mix- 
ture of poet and student, one who having 
eyes could use them to see more tlinu most 
men, and he urged his hearers to remetn- 
lier that the seer's ways were ways of quiet. 
Ill tbe discussion which followcil most of 
the hearers were heartily In accord with 
the paper. Rev. E. Willit thought, how- 
ever, that people should be careful to dis- 
tinguish between fake and true seers. I)r. 
Brown seemeU also to doubt a eeer being 
in their midst, and Chaplain Howell said 
some so-called seers were not much better 
endowed mentally than "Lewis the 
Lieht." 

iU'V. H. H. Komingcr trieil to express 
his admiration of Professor Herron, whom 
•he classed witb John Bums, the English 
labor agitator, and Professor Ealy, but his 
remark- were declared out of ordiT. 

lir. |)ille ^|.ok.■ hef,,re the Metliodists 
yestertlay on "The Ideal Modern Church.'' 
He began his address by drawing attention 
to the enormous growth of modem cities, 
and to tbe fact &at modem populations 
are beooming more and mora centered in 

cities. 

"The great problemaot tbe present and 
future," he said, "then, are city problems. 
The city holds the casting-ballot of civili- 
zation. The iiarty and the elnirch that 
holiis the key to the city has the country 
and the future at its command. Now I 
undertake to say that Protestantism is not 
sdlving the problem of ourcitiea. luNew 
York and Biui Franciaod fa>day there an 



fewer church members and churches in 
proportion to the population than there 
were thirty vears ago. 

.■ The s])eak"er went on to say that Metho- 
dism was not being fairly tried in the 
cities, and he went on to suggest some 
characteristics of an ideal city church; it 
should reach the people, Uith the regnlar 
church-goer and those who have lapsed. 
""The church must adapt itself to the uon- 
church-goer. That church will be at- 
tractive—that is, a ministering church. It 
should allow no philanthrophic or fra- 
ternal or charitable institution to point to 
its closed doors and folded hands and say : 
'We are doing more than you to relieve 
the sick, to aid the widow and the father- 
less." . 

The modern church with its rented pews 
ami its doors closed six ilavs in the week is 
not like the primitive church which was 
orgauized for the daily ministration ; nor 
the church of prophecy, of which it is said 
"its gates shall not be shut day nor 
night.' I'he ideal church will keep close 
to the people; it will be a strong church; 
let the stream of weary sin-burdened hn< 
manity hare a chanoe to flow through it 
all week. 

The speaker concluded by urging that 
churches be made great miisicaJ and liter- 
arv circles, making all the light ol modern 
tii'ought a.nd secular science gather round 
the cross of Christ.

S i 1 ■.^ a s I riumphantly above all others the 
liuniau nightingale, warbling notes tbat 
rivaled those of her feathered namesake 
(says the Star). 

She had experienced a wonderfnl Enro- 
jiean career, such as no other had won, be- 
fore she was heard on the American shores. 
She had sum before immense audiences in 
every capital of Europe, and before all 
of the crowned heads.

How ■ Tanner Profited by a Ministerial 

Appointment. 

Jewell, like all men bto.ight up to learn 
a trade, and who afterward gained promi- 
nence in affairs, made now and then un- 
conscious revelations of his early training. 
During oni' of tlie campaigns in wiiirli he 
was engaged he found himself at a country 
hotel where the table was bounteous, but 
the rooms few and small. It was necessary, 
in order that the whole party might be 
iiousod, for each bed to be occupied by two 
persons. The Governor's roommate was a 
young politician, who could not hide bis 
surprise when the Governor just before re- 
tiring rolled the sleeves of his nightshirt 
even as far up ^s Ids shoulders, and then 
bathed his arms in cold water, says the 
Philadelphia Ledger. 

"You wonder wty I do this," said the 
Governor. "Well, I couldn't sleep unless 
I did. When I was a youngster learning 
the tanner's trade I useil to have my arms

Thou- 
sands of persons crowded the shipping and 
piers as the Atlantic steamed up to her 
landing place wliile other tliousands were 
crowded on the wliarf. A bow er of green 
tries, decorated with flags, and two tri- 
umpnant arches were arranged upon the 
wharf. As she appeared on the deck of the 
steamer, leaning upon the arm of Mr. Bar- 
num. a great shout of welcome went up 
from the thousands who had been stand- 
ing there for hours waiting to get a glimpse 
of her. 

Xever bef. •-'> ha-i there been such en- 
thusiasm in New York. The day was for- 
gotten, and within a few minutes of her 
arrival at the hotel not less than 10,000 per- 
sons had gathered around the entrance. 
At midnight she was serenaded by one of 
the musisal societies of the city, number- 
ing ou the occasion more than 200 singers. 
At least a^.iXW persons were present. The 
musicians had been escorted to the hotel 
by 3>V) uniformed firemen, bearing torches. 
The <alls for the songstress were so vehe- 
ment tliat Mr. Barnum was compelled to 
lead her out on the balcony, when the 
cheering lasted several minutes. 

The enthusiasm continued unabated for 
several weeks. She was the idol of society 
and her rooms at the hotel were t!iroiig< d 
with vLsitors, including all those pr .miii. nt 
in church and state, and the carriages of 
the leaders of Gotham society were seen in 
front of the hotel during all fashionable 
hours. When her carriage appeared atthe 
door it W.1S immediately surrounded by an 
enthusiastic crowd. 

The tirst concert was to take place at I 
Castle (iardenonthe evening of September 
IL Great preparations had been made for i 
this first appearance. Tli" gnat parterre 
and gallery of Castle Garden were divided 
off by imaginary lines into four compart- 
ments, each of which was designed by 
lam ps I if a peculiar color. The tickets were 
printed in colors corresponding to those of 

' the lamps, thus designating the position 
of the seat of the holder. One himdred 
ushers wearing appropriate colors were in 
attendance. 

Wlien the singer was led down to the 
footlights the entire audience arose and re- 
ceived her with shouts of applause and the 
waving of hats and handkerchiefs and the 
casting of bor.'iuets on the stage. It was i 
li>' far 1 he largest audience tliat had ever 
greeted her, and the enthusiasm agitated 
her at first so that it was with ditticulty 
that she uttered the first notes, but in a 
moment she recovered herself, and then 

. her triumph was complete. 

The enthusiasm had been wrought up to 
the highest pitch, but the wonderful mu- 
sical powers of the singer were far beyond 
anything ever before heard, and many 
times the singing was lost in a spontane- 
ous outburst of appiause. A voice so rich, 
so full, so clear a n i -> ■ . n.usical had 
not been dreamed o: conclusion 
of the concert she was teveial times called 
before the curtain, the applause lasting for 
(leveral minutes on each occasion. At iast 
the audience called for M'. Barnuiu, wiio 
appeared and announced that the entire 
proceeds of the concert %ouid be devoted 
to charitable objects. On this Announce- 
ment the audience went wild wilh its 
cheering. 

From New York she went to lioston. 
Philadelphia, Pi-ovidence,Baltimore, Wash- 
ington, and all the principal cities of the 
country, meeting with the same wonderful 
success. Wiierevcr she appeared she was 
Ifcted and honored. In this city I'resident 
i'illmorc called upon her at her hotel and 
entertained her one evening at tbeW'hite 
House. While there all the prominent men 
of the country then in the city, including 
Mr. Weijster. Mr. Clay, Mr. "Crittendon, 
General Uass and Colonel Benton called 
upon her. Two or three very amusing 
things occurred during the two concerts 
file gave in this city. Both of the concerts 
were attended Ipv the I'resiilent and his 
family and by every mem tier of the Cab- 
inet.

A\'lien he came 
out of that factory he had discovered, as he 
believed, tbc process, and he brought the 
discovery back to this country with him. so 
that by and by the United States began to 
turn o'ut a very good article of leather re- 
sembling the Russian product.

The Designer of the Ferry Depot 
Old Not Fill His Contract With 
the State. 



While the experts are at work on the 
ferry foundation and the character of C. J. 
Btiiwell, the' detective, is being overhauled 
by the contractors, and Engineer Holmes 
is building up a defense of his work on the 
water front, the Harbor Commissioners, 
in the person of President E. L. Colnon, 
are seeking for lipht on an important sub- 
ject. The onus of the so-oalled investiga- 
tion up to date has been unloaded on 
Huward Ui '.nies, engineer of the board. 
Mr. Holmes has defended the work done 
on the depot foundation as if he were en- 
li rely responsible for it all, but when nailed 
down to an explanation of the drawings he 
has admitted that A. Page Brown was the 
father of the design. Every contractor 
who figureil on the foundation and the 
siiperftrr.cture knew this, as did every- 
b dy IV i r. is familiar wilh the workings of 
the w ai.jr front ; but in the light of the in- 
vestigation which has been going on, the 
fact, if not lost sight of entirely, was dimly 
obsfured. 

The Harbor Commi>?ioni rs have been 
quietly working in the matter for the past 
few days, and thev have realized that A. 
Page drown, architect, has drawn nearly 
$20,000, and the board wants to know for 
what. In an attempt to enlighten the 
board Mr. Colnon addrosso.i tlu' following 
letter to the Commissioners' attorney on 
Saturday :

In the contract of Brown with the Board 
of Harbor Commissioners it is set forth 
that Brown was to examine and supervise 
the work upon said depot at all times dur- 
ing its progress. It is now claimed that 
Mr. Brown has never done this. Accord- 
ing to the terms of the oontrai-t he was to 
report to the board a- to i;,.- riM;d;;i":i a:id 
progress of the work, b'at. .so far as the 
records of the board show, he has never 
made a single statement. He was also to 
draft the specifications for the work on the 
f i;!:;on and for the superstructure, but 
the -|.. ciiii ations are the work of Howard 
Holmes. M; Br'nvn was to pay for any 
engineerin;; « ork which it would be neces- 
sary to have doii- in connection with the 
contract. All the engineering work was 
done by Mr. Holmes, but there is no item 
of this class of lalxjr in any of Mr. Brown's 
estimates of the value of his own work. 

All the hills of Architect Brown for work 
done on the ferry foundation have been 
passed upon by the State Board of Ex- 
aminers. One Item was |12,.tOO for work 
done on the superstructure, and another 
was for $6668 11 for work done on the ferry 
fanadAtion. A strange thing in connec- 
tion with both of these items Is that the 
work on the foundation is not yet finished, 
and work on the depot itself "has not yet 
been commenced. These allowances to 
Brown were made by the old Board of Ex- 
anunera, and the architect has now claims 
aggregating nearly J3000 before the board 
cmnposed of dovernor Budd, Attorney- 
General Fitzgerald and Secretary of State 
Brown. It is stated on good authority 
that the claims of Mr. Brown will not be 
allowed by the board on the ground that 
he has violated his eontrafl. 

Much has been said about that contract, 
but the contract itself, for some reason, has 
never been made public. It was made 
when Alexander, Bassett and Brown were 
the Harbor Commissioners, and was con- 
tianed until the present board came into 
power. The contract reads as follows :

When there was any glory to be had ont 
of the ferry foundation, the bridge and the 
union depot A. Page Brown was very 
largely in evidence. When there was any 
doubt as to the stability of the foundation 
or the quality of the concrete A. Page 
lirown drupjied out of sight and shoved 
forward Engineer Holmes. Mr. Brown 
was liberal with his name when the design 
was to be published, as the publications 
will show, but when the breath of fcanrt-il 
fanned the foundation he was auaiii swal- 
lowed in a mist and Holmes had to bear 
the brunt of the investigation. Now there 
is an investigation in progress by Profess- 
ors Sonle and Marx, the recognized au- 
thorities of the Slate, and the president of 
the Board of Harbor Coininissioners pro- 
poses that the ari hitect siiall be heard from. 

",Mr. Brown has clearly violated his con- 
tract," said President Colnon yesterday 
afternoon. "The contract in the ; r-t jilac'e 
was drawn clearly in his favor and iiad he 
lived by bis terms he would have been well 
enough compensated, but he has not even 
had the common decency to follow out its 
conditions. He was to have drawn up 
the specifications, but it is shown that En- 
gineer Holmes did this work. Mr. Brown 
was to supervise the work on the founda- 
tions, but Inspectors Klein and Cheese- 
man were here to-day and both said that 
they only saw Brown once on the work to 
know him. When he did appear on the 
work he had lo lie iiitroiliicert by anotlier 
party to the inspectors. Mr. Holmes, the 
engineer, bas never seen bim on the work 
in the character of overseer, and it is a 
matter of record that he has never made a 
report to this board, ami the only time he 
has ever appeared before the Commission- 
ers is when he was sent for. 

"When Professors BouJe and Marx were 
appointed as the Commissioners' experts 
they came ou to the investigation groping 
in the dark. It was the place of Mr. Brown 
to come forward and supply these gentle- 
men with all the data in his possession to 
assist them in their work. But he did not 
even offer a single suggestion, and they 
had to go to Engineer Holmes to get a 
start on their investigation." 

When Brown signed the contract with 
the Board of Harbor Commissioners lie 
named as his bondsmen Oscar Lewi.s and 
J. C. Roberts. These gentlemen qiialilied 
in the .sum of $l.'i,inxi, and they may be 
called upon to make good the amount 
which the architect has drawn down for 
work, which, to say the least, baa been 
pooriy done.

Kiglit o'clock was the hour set for the 
formal welcome of the Native Son.s to the 
city ol Oakland by Mayor Davie, but long 
before that hour the streets debouching 
into the grounds surroumling the City 
Hall Ijecanie streams of liiiuiaii being.s, 
and when the exercises began one of the 
largest gatherings e%er assenibleil for an 
occasion of this kind tilled the ani]>le 
n i iths of Washington and Fourteenth 
strc ts anil the lawns of the City Hall 
groiitid.s. The number present was not 
less than 10,000. 

After the rendering of a brief musical 
selection by l^assa.sa's Band, Chairman Koil. 
W. Church, chairman of tlie committee of 
arrangements, extended a welcome to tlie 
visitors on behalf of the local parlors, and 
then, in a few well selected words, intro- 
duced Mayor Davie, who, in his address of 
welcome, "cxi'ressed regret that he was not 
a native son of California, but thought he 
was next door to it in being a native son of 
New York. "But." he continued, "I have 
done the best I could tinder the circum- 
stances. I am the father of three native 
sons." The remainder of his speech was 
as follows:

over the West you have come to our city to 
hold your annual reunion. In the name of 
Oakland I welcome you; as a citizen I welcome 
vou. and as chief execuUve of our municipality 
i bnl yiiu a hearty and earnest welcome. Maj- 
yonr stay among us create impressions that 
Will be reviewed and remembered wilh pleas- 
ure in days t*) come. 

You are sons ot argonauts— of Jasons who 
came in s«*areh of the golden fleece that many 
of tltem did not find; bul they fotind a golden 
West, a glorious country, and they left their 
siuis In thi- "ganleii of the world." Thf y left 
them a land in whien every man umy sit n'nder 
his own vine and fig tree— the land of the 
orange anfl the graoe. the yellow wheat and 
the bough-laden orchard. S'ou are truly sons 
of the Boliku west— the only golden west on 
the fnce t.t Gml's earth. 

The name "Native Sons" Inspires the thought 
of patriotism. You are the sons of patriots — of 
men whose adventurous spirit and tirelees 
energy carried them over thousands of miles of 
deserts drear, through wild tribes of merciless 
hidians and across cloud-piercing ranges of 
ncniiitain.H, white with eternal snows, to the 
land of the Golden West. The sons of patriots, 
you are patriots. Should oceasion demand, no 
state in the Union would send forth braver 
and more unflinching defenders ot their coun- 
try's tlae than would the Inndof the argonauts 
—the Golden Weil. While we read the pages 
which are the record of the brave deeds and 
Hercules-like lalwrs of the argonauts, your 
fathers, you will feel the insiiiratiun that makes 
men brave and energetic, eonildent of success 
and ever ready to strugKle for the right. 

Yotmg men, the blood of the pioneers Sows 
in your veins, the world is before yon, and 
your home— your native land— is the Oolden 
West. Prove yoarselt worthy of the heritage 
bequeathed by yoor lathers. ' 

Unoe more, gentlenKn, I bid yon welcome to 
Oakland. 

At this point the Mayor introduced 
President Jo D. Sproul of the Grand Par- 
lor to the assemblage and presented him 
with the key of the city, intended to be 
emblematic of the whole-sonled hospitality 
to be extended to the delegateq and their 
friends by the entire body ol reaidento of 
the city of Oakland. 

The gilded emblem rested on a huge 
velvet cashion and measnred abont three 
feet in length, the handle being decorated 
with streamers of red, white :uul blue rib- 
bons.

DEFENDANTS WIN. 



A Charter Paztjr 8ntt laToMas a I«i«e 
Sam of Moner Is FinaUr 
' SoMleA. 



Starr & Co. won the suit brought against 
them by the Golgate Ship Company in the 
United States Court of Appeals yesterday. 
In June, I89I, the Golgate was chartered in 
Liverpool by Starr <k Co. The charter was 
signed by John Joyce & Co. for the ship 
and by Balfour, Williamson & Co. for the 
California firm. 

The words ' charterer's surveyor" were 
stricken out ,ind "competent surveyor" in- 
serted. Balfour, Williamson & Co. ob- 
jected, but when it was explained that in 
another instance Starr & Co. had agreed 
to the ctiange, they signed the charter 
party. The rate agreed upon 'waa 88b 9d a 
ton. 

When the Goleate arrived here from 
Newcastle, N. S. W., Starr & Co. refused to 
load her because they could not employ 
their own surveyor. 

In the meantime freights dropped to lUs 
a ton, and the ship was loaded by some 
one else at that figure. The Golgate Ship 
Company tlien brought suit to recover 
JIO.IhO. tlie amount they baa lost in the 
transaction. In the first trial of the case 
Judge Morrow gave a decision in favor of 
Starr & Co., but, on a rehearing, reversed 
and gave a verdict for the Colgate Ship 
Company for the amount claimed. The 
United States Circnit Court of Appeals 
yesterday reversed Judge Morrow's de- 
cision and ordered the libel dismissed. 



HUNTIIIGTOII'S PROMISE. 



FOR THE ONEMPLOYEO, 

Lawyer Jeffries of Seattle Has 
a Plan for Their 
Relief. 



He Would Incorporate Them Into a 
Co-operative Common- 
wealth. 



A large audience of laboring men listened 
last evening at the Labor Temple on Turk 
street to the presentation of a plan of prac- 
tical co-operation which its promoters 
think is destined to satisfactorily solve 
the vexing question of what to do with the 
unemjiloyed. 

The speaker of the evening was E. J. 
JeSrieaof Seattle, formerly a printer and 
later an attorney, who for two years past 
has given his entire attention to labor 
qtiestions. His address excited consider- 
able discussion, not all of which was favor- 
able to his proposition. Another meeting 
to consider the scheme will be held this 
evening on the steps of .ttw^fint' ob Vlfth 
street. 

The title given the new scheme is the 
"Co-operative Commonwealth.'" It pro- 
poses to associate the unemployed single 
workingmen in a corporation, ot which 
each shall be a shareholder, and in which 
no one shaU own more than one share of a 

Ear value of 1 cent. It aims to establish a 
eadquarters where the members shall eat 
and sleep. It proposes to distribute 
dodgers asking for orders for work nnd will 
maintain a telephone at headquarters by 
which such orders may l>e received. When 
work is ordered men are to be detailed to 
perform it and the money ao earned is to 
go into a common fund. When the cor- 
poration becomes prosperous it is intended 
to pay suitable waijes to ail members, with- 
holding from each a small sum— say 10 
cents a day— for a reserve fund. This, 
when it shall become large enongh, is to be 
used for the purchase of land upon which 
the unemployed may work, becoming pro- 
ducers iiistead of cotisumers. 

Mr. Jeftries stated that a "co-operative 
commonwealth" had been started In Se- 
attle and another in Portland, and that 
both were in a very prosperous condition. 
To get his headquarters started he proposes 
to interest perhaps a score of people who 
will solicit donations of food, bedding, 
stoves, dishes and so forth. Then he will 
set a table which shall lie free to every un- 
employed 'man who desires to ioin the 
or<;anization. He expects to nave no 
diSiciilty in securing members, because, as 
he remarks, hunger is a great persuader. 
Having joined they will be set to work, 
and any one who will not work will be ex- 
pelled and at once become a fit person for 
IKiUce attention as a vagrant. 

By means of this plan Mr. Jeffries says 
be c.iii care for all the unemployed, giving 
them wholesome food and a comfortable 
nUce to sleep at a maximnm cost pt %l a, 
week each.

Plainly to the Railroad 
People.

The Market-street Railway Company 
promise to comply with the law requ:rinr» 
guards or fenders to b*' placed on all cable 
and electric cars. They have promised 
this same thing many times before, but 
now there is a probability that the much- 
needed protection to life and limb will be 
given. 

The Grand Jury had a short but inter- 
esting session last night, and it was then 
that the railway contpany. through H. E. 
Huntington and J. I.. Willcutt, promised 
that the law should be comidied with. 
The matter has been before the Grand 
Jury for some time and the appearance of 
these gentlemen before that body was to 
explain the absence of the fenders and to 
name a time when the people could 
reasonably expect some protection from 
the rolling death-traps. 

The railroad representatives explained 
to the satisfaction of the Grand Jury 
many things that have hitherto appeared 
a little mysterious to the average citizen, 
and went' so far as to say that the com- 
pany would immediately offer a reward 
for the safest and most practical guard or 
fender that human ingenuity could de. 
vise. They wanted a little time to do ail 
of this, but the cars would certainly be 
provided with protectors at the earliest 
possible moment. Mayor Sutro was 
present also, pointing out the law in the 
case, and iiisisliiig on an immediate com- 
pliance with the same on the part of the 
offending cori>oration. 

The Grand Jury also took up the case of 
Alonzo J. Whitman, alias Edwin J. Dela- 
field. the forger, who was arrested in New 
York last Saturday. Whitman is badly 
wanted in San Francisco for several forger- 
ies committed abont a vear ago, hence the 
prompt action taken by the Grand Jury. 
The only witnesses examined last night 
were Chief Crowley and J. D. Maxwell, the 
insurance agent who is out |500 through 
the skillful penmanship and suave tongue 
of the man now under arrest in New York. 
There are several witnesses yet to be e.t- 
amined, but there is hardly any doubt but 
that an indictment will be returned against 
bim. 

Last summer Delafield or Whitman came 
here with strong letters of recommenda- 
tion, and in a short time gained the confi- 
dence of quite a number of people. He 
obtained entrance into the most e.TClusive 
circles of society, and one fine day in July, 
1894, a number of people found themselves 
with forged paper on their hands. 

Delafield succeeded in passing worthless 
checks on the following people, securing 
the amounts named : Vanderlyn Stow, 
$'J50: agent of the Burlington road, $100; 
0. Johnson. |oOO; Occidental Hotel, $400, 
$.SoOof which was repaid : J. D. Maxwell, 
$.tOO. It is also said he succeeded in 
securing smaller sums on the same kind of 
paper, or as a loan for "a few days." 

Most of these cheeks were given on the 
Traders' Bank of New York, and were re- 
turned as fraudulent. When asked about 
the matter he told a plausible story of 
mistakes on the part of tlie bank, promis- 
ing at the same time to take up the checks 
in a few days. Without bidding his friends 
good - by, Whitman atarteU eastward, 
finally landing in Chicago. It was said 
tbat he was laterested with a 'Wig of 
forgers in Chicago, who succeeded In plac- 
ing $.V1,000 worth of bogus paper on the 
market, but there was not sufficient proof 
to convict. Since that time he has been 
following a career of crime, finallv winding 
up in prison in New Tork, as puoKshed in 
the Call of Sunday.
